REPORT OF MAY MEETING 
Dinner Meeting May 9, 1952 


The 1952 meeting pf the Idaho State Library Association was held 
on the campus of the College of Idaho in Caldwell with Mrs, Olive T. Bess 
and Mrs, Ida Ruby in charge of arrangements, The meeting opened with 
registration in Blatchley Hall from 5:00 = 6:00 p.m. 43 members were 
registered and attended the conference sometime during the two days. 
Those present are indicatied on the Membership List of June 15, 1952 


The first meeting was the dinner meeting in the dining room of 
Simplot Hall. 57 were present, including members and interested citizens 
of Caldwell. Caldwell people who attended were: ‘The President of the

The tables were attractively decorated with miniature floor lamps, 
made from gum drops and pipe stem cleaners and clever pops representing 
a cataloged book and listing the dates and places of the 4ibrary meeting 
for several years back, Entertainment was furnished by Arlene Samuelson, 
vocalist, accompanied by Phyllis Paulsen, Incidental music was furnished 
by Mary Lou Miller and Carol Baker, 


President Eli M, Oboler acted as toastmaster., An address of welcome 
from the Caldwell rublic Library Board was given by Mr. LaFond, the 
chairman. Dr, Paul Pitman. welcomed the librarians on behalf of the 
College of Idaho with the thought that the college library is the heart 
of a college and the same is true of a public library in a community. 


Mr, Oboler gave a short’ talk to enlist the support of everyone 
for the Library Services Bill presently pending in Congress, and also 
for the proposed library legislation to be snonsored by the I.S.L.A. 
in the Idaho Legislature in 1953.

We hear a great deal these days about the necd to protect minorities, 
particularly their right to free speech and assembly, But in protecting 
minority rights we must be careful to distinguish tetween the right to 
express and the right to dominate, Majorities also have their rights: 
no minority should abuse its privilege so as to shackle the majority. 
What "right" permits any minority = racial, nationa, or religious - 
tacitly to say to the rest of the community: "You shall not read this 
book"? In assuring minorities their right to self-expression, their 
right to object, let us not extend to them the privilege of dictating 
to the rest of us what we may or may not read, As the philosopher F, H. 
Bradley has written: ‘What is not tolerable is that stunted natures 
should set up their defects as a standard, It is an outrage, it is sheer 
blasphemy, when they bring the divine creations of literature and art 
to the touchstone of their own impotence, their own animalism, and their 


own immorelity." 


Censorship is an evil thing. In accepting it, in compromising, in 
"playing it safe," the librarian is false to the highest obligations of 
his profession, In resisting it, he retains his self*respect, he takes 
his stand with the great champions of free speech, and he reaffirms his 
fundamental faith in the dignity of man. Leon Carnovsky, "The 
Obligations and Responsibilities of the Librarian concerning censorship."

THE RELATIONSHIP BETWEEN! THE P.N.L.A. AND 
THE AREA ASSOCIATION 


Lesley M. Heathcote 
President, Pacific Northest Library Association. 


(this article as printed below is the talk given by Miss Heathcote at the 
dinner meeting of the Idaho State Library Association in Caldwell, Friday, 


May 9, 1952) 


In asking me to speak to you tonight Mr, Oboler assigned the topic 
"hat the P.N.L.A, can do for Idaho and what Idaho can do for the P.N,L.A." 
This I take to be a direct challence to me as the P.N.L.A. President to 
make a case for membership in the regional association. A few months 
ago I might have floundered around a bit; now I think I can really sell 
you on the P,.N.L.A. Please do not think I am here on a membership drive, 
however, Your own state association is of just as much importance and 
your main effort at this time should be to make it strong. Meanwhile the 
P,.N.L.A. can and should be of help to you in various ways. 


I want to start by telling you how we decided to appoint the Intra= 
Regional Relacvions Committee, what it is doing and what will probably be 
the result, This will lead very naturally into what should be the 
respective spheres of action of the regional and the area associations, 


I must go back into past history a bit and remind you that the 
P.N.LeA, was founded in 1909 in such a wave of enthusiasm that the existing 
Washington State Library Association voted to merge itself in the regional 
organization, ‘The P,N,L.A, was accordingly the library association. It 
was strong because it was the only one and because it had fine and 
imaginative leadership. Because of this, state and provincial library 
associations were slow in growth and circumscribed in function, fhe 
P.NeLeA. became well and favorably !mown on the continent for its out- 
standingly »vrogressive and aggressive attitude and its signal accomplishments, 
I wonder how many of my present audience know that the A,L.A, Subscription 
Books Bulletin had its inception in the P.N.L.A, The latter also produced 
the original Smith checklist and it reached a point of cooperation in 
general among libraries that was unique at the time, Meanwhile there were 
things thet it could not do and so area associations were started, One 
of the strongest points in the P.N,L.A, is the presence of the British 
Columbians but obviously the P.N.L.A. could do nothing to help in B.C, 
legislation, The same was true in the states, As they grew the state 
and provincial associations took on a broader field than just legislation, 
with the exception of the Washington Library Association, This was set 
up in the early 30's specifically to obtain a county library law and later 
a certification law, Perhaps because of its single=-mindedness the W,.L.A. 
has been very successful in its legislative programs, It still exists 
almost entirely as a legislative committee and the proportional size of 
the Washington membership in the P.N.L.A. reflects this. As any of us who 
have attended A.L.A. conferences know, the reputation of our regional 
association is outstanding in the country. We do not hesitate to slap 
down Fourth Activities Comnittees if we do not like what they recommend and 








to form a rallying point for this opposition and for constructive alter- 
natives. 


But reputations can be lost as well as won and we cannot afford to 
have the P.N.L.A. skate along on the thin ice of past achievements, The 
war years have brought an influx of new librarians to the region especially 
on the coast and these people do not know the ?.N,L.A, It is no sacred 
cow to them. In their eyes it rust prove itself, must show where it can 
be of help to them for few librarians in this region are so well paid that 
they can afford to give dues to an association which brings them no 
apparent return, 


Perhaps I may be permitted to digress for a moment on a little 
personal history. I was, as some of you know, for many years on the staff 
of the University of Washington Library, Near the end of the war I went 
east and out of the profession for a short time, returning to the region 
late in 196. Last year I spent six months in study on the coast at the 
University of Washington and it was this return to my old stamping-ground 
after an absence of several years that helped me see the situation that 
was developing. 


After I had been in Ilontana a short tiie one of my collea-ues made 
the statement that the P.N.L.A. was the University of \iashington Library. 
I denied it at the time with great indignation and I still deny it, with- 
out the emotional reaction but with just as much conviction, It is true 
that the Bibliographic Center is at the University of Washington Library 
and this Center is perhaps our most spectacular achievement but it does 
not wag the P,.N.L.A, I do not deny that the membership from ‘Jashington 
in the P.N.L.A. is the largest from any one area, I would be foolish to 
do so, when from the evidence of the last membership list ‘Jashington 
occupies over seven columns whereas Oregon has only four and Oregon plus 
all the others except ‘Jashington only a little over seven. This however 
is far from meaning that the librarians of 'iashington State run the P.N.L.A. 
Rather what it shows is that avparently they are not getting from their 
state association what they want or need and so they seek it in the P.N,LeA. 
Furthermore the proportion of P.l!,L,A. members from other areas is small 
enough to make us think that the regional association is not fulfilling 
its function, I am doubtful that the Washington librarians ere finding 
their needs answered in the P.N.1L.A, either. iro reasons lead me to this 
conclusion, One is that the W. L. A. is reeworking its constitution and when 
I was out there last year several persons spoke to me about their need 
for a stronger state association, he other is that a small group knowm 
as the Northwest College Librarians has sprung up for discussion on an 
informal basis, I am told however by some of those who attend that it 
does not satisfy all needs either, or even very many. 





I heard many other things while I was in Seattle and also later at 
our Snokane conference, Jibrarians who had known me for years and those 
who didn't know me at all came to me with suggestions, complaints and 
vague fears, Iwas glad they came. Nothing helps a president so much as 
expression of opinion from the membership. ‘Invariably the complaints 
came around to the Library Development program and too frequently I 
heard the word "railroaded". As a college librarian I must admit that 
I did not know too much about this plan at the time of the Portland con= 
ference in 1950 but it sounded good and I was ell for it. A note of 








warning was sounded there however when a librarian from a small Washington 
community asked some pointed cuestions about the meaning of the plan, how 
it would be carried out and its effect on the small libraries. I know 
now that the answer she received did not satisfy her and I heard a great 
deal more about the matter during the next year, It seemed obvious that 
we on the Board of Directors had not considered ssatibiy enough the need 
for careful groundwork among the librarians of the small communities, 

And so I proposed to Mrs, Zimmerman that state and provincial Library 
Development committees be set up under the chairmanships of the P.N.L.A. 
Library Development committee members to do an educational job, This 

was carried out in all areas I think except Washington where the set-up 
of the state association did not seem to lend itself to the arrangement, 


This then was the picture I saw as I prepared to assume the 
presidency of the P.N,L.A. One possible approach to the problem seemed 
obvious to me. We must make a study to determine how valid were some of 
the complaints received end to work out what should be the spheres of 
action of the regional association on the one hand and the area associations 
on the other. Aniso tne Intra-Regional Relations Committee was set up 
to make a two-year study, Obviously the P,N.L,A, has no right to dictate 
as to the area associations but since each of the latter is represented 
on the committee there is no reason why discrepancies cannot be called 
to their attention, As a matter of fact one olace where the P.N.L.A, 
has apparently tried to dictate to the area associations in its con- 
stitution and by-laws is coming up for amendment this Sentember. This 
year the IRC has made a careful study of the area association constitutions 
and by-laws and of certain other matters pertaining to the P.N.L.A. that 
affect in greater or less measure the state and provincial associations. 
Next year the committee will study in detail the organization and pur ose 
of the P,N.L.A, with the aim of making the regional association fully 
effective in its sohere. In the course of this study the committee must 
determine what this sphere is and I think the conception is already taking 
shape in the minds of the members, 


I dannot of course speak for the Intra-Regional Relations Committee 
but in my mind I see the sxhere of the P.N.L.A. as sixfold: 

1. Regional leadership. ‘In national library affairs a regional 
organization will speak with a much stronger voice than any one area 
association, At the same time the liaison between the organizations must 
be close enough that there should be no doubt as to agreement on any 
siven matter, 

2. Cooperation with other regions. Obviously this belongs within 
the sphere of the P,N,L.A, always with the cooperation and support of the 
area associations, At the present time there are two regional associations 
with which we are tentatively dealing, The M.P.L.A overlaps our region 
geographically and economically end I have sugrested that we mizht advantageously 
set up a liaison committee, a suggestion which has met with the approval 
of the president-elect of the i1,P.L,A., Mr. Rush of \lyoming. This is a 
very new regional organization and it is hampered by the preponderance of 
poor states, and a large and unwieldy area. In time the states concerned 
will learn to think more in regional terms and this strengthen the regional 
association, Ve in ilontana have had quite a bit of contact and correspondence 
with various persons in this organization and we are of the oninion thai 
the M,P.L.A, has little to offer the P.li.L.A. at this time, We think, 
however, that cooperation is highly desirable and may in time lead to 
some of impor tances 











The other region is far distant from the Pacific Northwest and has 
had exactly the opposite experience from us, having started with strong 
state associations and being now interested in a more effective regional 
organization, Its leaders are alert, intelligent and progressive; its 
plans are fascinating, \We are in a very early explorative stage but I 
hope that the P,N.L.A. can work closely with this other region, 

3. The third P.N,L.A. sphere I think is in regional studies and 
adaptations, Recently a member mentioned the need for adapting the 
ALA Classification and Pay Plans to this region and this could approptiately 
be done by a committee of the P.N.L.A, The P.N.L.A, Library Development 
committee in cooperation with the Legislation Committee is studying the 
drawing up of an interstate-international library compact to facilitate 
library service over political boundaries, The Bibliography Committee 
might well consider reactivating our long-standing policy of cooperation 
in acquisition of materials, Another need is for a committee on education 
for librarianship to work closely with the University of Washington School 
of Librarianship on such matters as screening of applicants and action on 
possible neglected areas of professional training. These are but a few 
matters that I think the P.N.L.A, might appropriately deal with, 

4. In the fourth place I think the P.N.L.A. should provide services 
that lie beyond the ability of the area associations or that will be of 
more value region-wide than merely state-wide, I have in mind such 
things as the projected Personnel Institute, to follow this year's P.N.L.A. 
conference, the Legislation Workshop, last year's Library Development 
Workshop and the Mending ‘’orkshop to be held this year during the conference, 
Some of these would be too expensive for any one area association to sponsor, 
all are better for the exchange of ideas among areas. In some cases the 
larger area associations could hold them but in most cases not the smaller 
ones. Here we have the strong coast areas giving help to the more back= 
ward ones like your State and mine, and frankly I'm not too proud to 
accept it! 

5. The P.N.L.A, should cooperate with area associations where this 
is desired and seems advisable and it should stand ready to coordinate 
the efforts of the area associations, The P.N.1.A, Library Development 
committee is a good examole of two of my points: it plans to make 
studies of overall problems common to all parts of the region and it also 
is the coordinator of the area library development programs, The 
Lec islation Committee ban help to coordinate legislative work by being 
a clearing house for experiences and techniques along this line. One 
could go down the whole list of committees and point out their cooperative 
and coordinative functions but I think these examples will suffice. 

6. Lastly the P.N.L.A, should provide inspiration on the regional 
level. I place this last because sometimes we tend to overemphasize 
inspiration. I have attended library meetings where the main and virtually 
the only dish offered was inspiration,’ People tended to leave in a rosy 
haze such as may be engendered by a well-spiked glass of punch but as 
with the same concoction the effect soon wore off and left everyone with 
the frustrated feeling com ion to this result, But we do have ideals in 
the library profession - at least I hope we do = and a restatement or 
re~emphasis of them from time to time can be helpful, If this can be 
done in conjunction with painting the pciture on the broader canvas of 








the region people's viewpoints will be enlarged and they will see better 
how their little field of work fits into the larger one, For the librarian 
must be able to see beyond his own community, he must realize how it fits 
into the state and the region in order to give the most effective and 
intelligent serive, 


Thus far I have dealt entirely with the P,N.L.A. side of the record, 
But Mr. Oboler has asked me to set forth the place of the state association 
and since I have just learned that I am to head our own state library 
association in about a year from now, it is a good idea for me to give 
the matter serious thought. This is really just thinking out loud to 
you and it is not necessarily stating the obverse of the P,N.L.A. sphere. 
I do not think that subordination of one to the other enters the picture 
at all. Each association has a part to play and although the P,N.L.A. 
may be broader in scope it is not necessarily the more important. After 
all some of the same people are in both and all the associations should 
try to be what their membership desires, Sometimes of course it's hard 
to discover what is wanted! 


In my cogitations I evolved eight points which I'll go through 
rather hastily, All of them are related to the idea of what the state 
association can do for the P.N,L.A., for all of them supplement or 
complement or cooperate with some phase of P.N.L.A. work. I am taking 
for granted that the objects of all library associations are pretty much 
what is stated in your own constitution, i.e. "to promote library interests 
and development, to raise the standards of library service and to foster 
fraternal relations among librarians and those interested in library 
service." 


Virtually evdry librarian I've ever met has some pet project to be 
carried out, usually on a more than local level. It iswithin the sphere 
of the state association to give these serious consideration and to 
decide which are feasible and desirable, which should be discarded, which 
postponed for the future and which referred to the regional association. 
Such matters as library development and legislation must basically be 
carried through on the state level and the state association therefore 
becomes responsible. 


Closely related to this is the encouragement of cooperative efforts 
on the local level, as for example in the acquisition of material, the 
exchange of duplicate periodicals, the exchange of bibliographies on 
purely local subjects, This sort of thing the state association can 
encourage and facilitate, 


Where some of these projects show signs of growing beyond the purely 
community stage or where similar projects develop in several communities 
the state association can coordinate the work so that duplication of effort 
is avoided, Goodness knows we're all too busy to do something someone else 
has already done or is doing ! This means therefore that the state 
association mizht profitably act as a clearing house for information on 
projects to be undertaken or aiready under way both on the state and on 
the regional level, 
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I suppose every association suffers from lack of people willing to 
carry on its work, But sometimes if you catch them young enough some can 
be trained to do good work, And I think that the state association ia an 
excellent training ground for them, You are all much better acquainted 
with each other than is true in the regional association and you can see 
that the abler young people are aposointed to committees where definite 
instructions and responsible leadership will train them for future executive 
work, And this can be important to them in their daily work also, By 
learning more of the broader aspects of librarianship, by serving on 
asspciation committees, the younger librarians can learn a measure of 
assurance that is not too common in our profession, as you will recall 
Alice Bryan points out, Self-assurance without experience and background 
is merely a nuisance, But the older members of the profession can help 
here by seeing to it that both these necessities become part of the 
equipment of their younger colleagues. It seems to me that all our 
library associations suffer to some extent from lack of interest on the 
part of the younger librarians, This is perhaps natural but I hope that 
being aware of it we shall take steps to correct it. Those of us who 
are administrators have a big resvonsibility here to inculcate into 
staffs mostly by example a truly professional attitude and to further 
this by encouragement of all kinds to serve on association committees 
and to attend library conferences. 


And this leads rather naturally to my next point - recruitment, 
A positive camaign could well be initiated and coordinated by the state 


association, Screening of course should be done by the local librarian 
as far as possible and screening is very imvortant. I shudder when I 
think of some of the pepple who have library degrees from my school. 
So, although we do need more librarians,let's be sure they are of a 
really desirable type and I mean both men and women, 


At their conferences state library associations could provide work- 
shops on a small scale, In Nontana we had a cataloging workshop one 
year that was most helpful to our librarians from small communities. 
Many of our pbulic librarians in Montana are untrained in library work 
and we think that those of us who are have a responsibility to put our 
knowledge and experience at their service, This year the P,N.L.A, plans 
to conduct a workshop in mending books. It is my hope that lontanans 
who attend it will return to hold one on the state level either next 
year of the year after. Like you we have no state library in Montana 
with field workers to help with advice and with binding costs going up 
and the quality of initial binding rapidly deteriorating, mending becomes 
very important, There are many new plastics and other substances and 
devices on the market that will help but we in the hinterland have 
trouble finding out about them. Hence we must learn from the experience 
of our friends on the coast. Other types of workshop will occur to you 
I am sure, They may be offshoots of regional workshops or they may have 
their inception right in your own state. Perhaps you have already had 
some and if so please forgive my ignorance. 
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All these voints I have brought up relate rather remotely to the 
P.NeLeA. But there are two that are closely connected. One is that the 
P,N.L.A, needs the cooperation of the state association on broad projects. 
This was recognized in the attempt to provide liaison on the P.N.LeA. 
Board by means of state and provincial representatives, Due to reasons 
that I need not go into here these representatives have tended to be 
bypassed in recent years. Changes in the P.N.L.A, constitution and by-laws 
which will come up for vote in September endeavor to strengthen their 
position and the essential interrelationship between state and region is 
further recognized in the proposed new set-up of a P.N.B.C. Board of 
Managers. This means that when regional projects are discussed at the 
P.N.L.A. Board of Directors level each state and province has someone who 
can speak for it, Parenthetically I may say that the main difficulty 
lies in getting these representatives to Board meetings, In Montana 
the state association pays the way of its representative once in two 
years, We ought to provide this every year but at present we cannot 
afford it. It is the duty of the state representative to keep his area 
association informed on all P.N.L.A, matters brought before the Board 
and to bring to the latter the thinking of the state association, ‘With- 
out this tiwoeway channel the state andthe regional associations may 
find themselves working at cross purposes. Anthing that makes for close 
cooperation and understanding among all our associations will help us all. 


My last point is really a request = a plea that the state and 
provincial associations make their needs known to the P,N.L.A. In most 
cases I have found the representatives very conscientious and alert to 
report the needs and desires of their areas, l\ihere this has not been 
true some people have cut across and come straight to me, It doesn't 
much matter how the Board gets the information just as long as it does 
cet it. 


This talk has been much longer than I had at first planned it but 
this seemed to be such a good opportunity to bring many things before 
you that I could not resist, I am grateful for your courtesy in asking 
me to your meeting and for your patience in hearing me through, After 
all, we are all in this together and intelligent planning and cooperation 
in our organizations can simplify and hence make more efficient our 
ministrations to the public whom we all serve,

Mr, Oboler, who is chairman of the Publications Committee, made 
his committee report in the form of a plea for ideas and material for 
the IDAHO LIBRARIAN, stating that he wanted it to be more than the 
product of the editor, He asked that the membership be alert to news 
that would be of interest to other members of the Association and to 
send this in along with articles. He made the suggestion that a series 
of special issues devoted to the different types of libraries represented 
in the membership might be a possibility, This idea met with favor and 
it was agreed that the October 1952 issue should be the Public Library 
issue and should probably be devoted largely to the legislation to 
come before the 1953 Legislature; the January 1953 issue should be the 
School Library issue; and the April 1953 issue the College Library issue, 
Mr. Oboler asked that the School Library group appoint a committee for 
compilation of their special issue at their meeting during the afternoon, 


Then followed a discussion on the cost of publishing the IDAHO 
LIBRARIAN. Mr. Oboler stated that to date the cost in time and some 
materials to Idaho State College had been $180 or about $.15 each. This 
was contrasted against the approximate sum of $22 spent by ISLA for 
yaper for covers. The point was made that, although there would be no 
cause for concern as long as the publication is in his hands, another 

. editor might find it necessary to pay for the mimeographing and the 
Association would not be in a position to pay the bill. Miss Guenther 
added that the ISLA treasury should be made strong enough to do more 
than merely finance the publication, There should be funds to bring 
speakers and finance the cost of meetings, Discussion brought forth 
two possible solutions, the raising of dues and the soliciting of 
advertising in the IDAHO LIBRARIAN. It was stated that the present 
fee being charged to the single advertiser, $5.09 per year for a 
quarter page, is very small. Mr. Oboler felt that this could be increased 
‘to at least that or possibly $10.00 for a single issue. Mr. Ledger 
of Gaylord Brothers concurred in the opinion that the rates for advertising 
could be raised, It wes finally agreed that Mr, Zimmerman or someone 
on his staff at the University would act as business manager for the 
IDAHO LIBRARIAN and solicit advertisers, at the same time investigating 
the possibility of fixing a higher rate, 
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At. this point time was given to reading of correspondence, A 
letter from Attorney-General Smylie, Chairman of the State Library 
Comiission, expressing regret at his inability to attend the meeting, 
was read, Messages of regret were also given from Governor Jordan and 
Miss Jessie Fraser, who is ill and sent her best wishes for a successful 
meeting, A letter of application for summer work was read from one 
Roy Binns, student at the Lincoln Consolidated Training School, Ypsilanti, 
Michig ane 


Mrs, Ambrose was then called on for the report of the Legislative 
Committee: 


"To the members of the Idaho State Library Association: 


The following report covers the work of the legislative 
committee for the year May 1951 to May 1952, It was the under- 
standing of this committee that our principal duty was to formulate 
a proposed bill for introduction in the 1953 session of the Idaho 
legislature changing the form of State Library Commission, 


Before drafting such a bill we obtained information concerning 
the form of library commissions existing in the other states, For 
further study we asked for the following publications: 

1. =a with a le;islature, by Beatrice S, Ressell, ALA, 

1948. 

2. State grants to Public Libraries, compiled by Julia W, 
Merrill from revorts of the ALA library extension report, 
revised edition 192, 

3. Friends of the library groups, Public Library edition, 
th ed,, ALA, 1951. 

lh. Reaching readers; techniques of extending library services, 
Carleton B, Joeckel, editor, a collection of papers 
presented at the Library Institute under the University 
of California school of librarianship, University extension 
and the ALA library extension division, 197. 

Canada public Library Laws, 1946 and supplements, 197, 
1949, These books were purchased by the state association 
and were helpful in our study, All will be useful in 
various phases of our association work, 


The material concerning library commissions in other states 
was gathered from State codes in the state law library. Mrs, Anna 
Dunkel of that library was very generous in helping us assemble 
this information, 


The members of your committee in the Boise area have held 
eight conferences of several hours each, ‘Iwo meetings were held 
with representatives of the Congress of Parent-Teachers, At the 
first of these in October, there were present Mrs, Paul Kohout of 
Boise, President State PTA, Mrs. Ned Williams, Boise, Chairman 
legislative committee, State PTA, and Mrs, Edna Spenker Callahan, 
Washington, D.C. of the legislative committee of the National PTA, 
and Miss Deborah Davis, Miss Marion Bingham and Miss Ifildred Selby 
of the Boise Public Library. Mrs, Callahan reviewed the progress 
and present status of the Library service bills pending in Congress, 
We can be sure that the PTA will give us full support in our proposed 
legislation, 
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The members of this committee have separately interviewed Mr, 
Smylie and Mr, Masters of the present commission, lir, Smylie, 
upon request, sent a letter to Governor Jordan, recuesting his 
support of Senate Bill S152 and House Bill 1595, the Library 
Service Bills, Wires have been sent by Mrs. Baker of this 
committee and by Mrs, Williams of the PTA, urging passage of 
these bills. 





From the American Library Directory was gathered information 
relative to library services in other states, particularly those 
comparable to Idaho in size, population or resources, It would 
seem from our study of this data that, in general, in states where 
the State Library Commission is non-volitical a wider service is 
furnished the people of the state. Idaho and Nevada are the only 
states for which no data is available, 


The following tentative draftsof two proposed bills to be 
presented to the 1/53 session of the Idaho Legislature are submitted 
by this committee for your sonsideration. The first one is a 
proposed auendnent changing the membership of the Idaho State 
Library Comaission: 

AN ACT 
AMENDING SECTION 33-2501 IDAHO CODE RELATING TO THE STATE LIBRARY 
COMMISSION BY CHANGIIG THE MEIBIRSHIP THERZOF. 
Be it enacted by the Levislature of the State of Idaho: 

Section 1, That Section 33-2501, Idaho Code, be, and the same 
is hereby amended to read as follows: 


33-2501. State Library Commission == Membership. 


The state superintendent of public instruction, ex-officio, and 





two members to be appointed by the Governor are hereby constituted 





a state library commission, Of the members apnointed by the governor 





one shall be a person employed as a librarian at the time of appoint- 





ment, one shall be an active member of a municipal library board 





within the state of Idaho, one shall be apnointed for a term of 





two years and one shall be appointed for a term of three years. 





Thereafter the Governor shall biennially on the first Monday of 





July appoint one member of said comnission to serve for a term of 





three years, 





Section 2. This amendatory act shall take effect and be in 


force on and after July 1, 1953. 
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Under the present law the board consists of the Attorney 
General, the Secretary of State, the Superintendent of Public 
Instruction and the President of the University of Idaho. 


The proposed law is patterned after the Washington state law, 
Two of the three members would be chosen on a professional rather 
than a political basis, If and when the State board of Education 
is elected and empowered to appoint the State Supt. of Schools, the 
entire commission would be almost wholly out of politics. 


The second proposal amends Sec, 33-113 by deleting paragraph 
h, which places the state library commission under the supervision, 
government and direction of the State Board of Education, This 
is a long bill because the entire section must be included, so it 
will not be read at this time, 


It seems advisable to retain a representative of the department 
of education on the commission because there is always a close tie 
between the libraries and the schools, 


A membership of three is provided for finances are always a 
major issue, and it will be less expensive to bring three members 
than to bring more to the necessary meetings. 


This bill should include a clause empowering the commission to 
receive and administer federal funds when they become available and 
if and when the state legislature vote to receive and match such funds, 
and the committee recommends that such a clause be formulated and 
added to this bill."

After the reading of the report Mrs. Ambrose asked the members present 
to hold free discussion and make suggestions for changes. The existing 
law covering the Library Commission was read, It was suggested and 
generally agreed that the bill should include express provision for regular 
meetings of the Library Commission with a per diem expense allowance, After 
further discussion it was decided that meetings should be semi-annual 
with the same expense allowance as that allotted to the State Board of 
Education. The question then arose as to whether or not there should 
be a provision for the Idaho State Library Association to give suggestions 
to the Governor as to personnel for the Commission. This was thought not 
to be wise, that the Governor should be relied on to ask for suggestions, 
Mr, Zimmerman rose to express the opinion that it would be preferable not 
to have the State Superintendent of Public Instruction as a member of the 
Commission. He felt that his influence might have the effect of greater 
pressure in the direction of school library development to the detriment 
of expansion of public library resources, Mrs. Ambrose explained that the 
thinking of the Committee had been that the school and public libraries 
should work closely together. Miss Guenther raised a question as to 
whether it might be wise to specify that the chairman of the Commission 
shall not be the Superintendent of Public Instruction. 
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The thought was introduced that two thirds of the public libraries in 
Idaho are started and kept up by Women's Clubs, and it might be a good 
idea to provide that the third member of the Library Commission be 
‘suggested by the State Federation of Women's Clubs, It was finally 
voted that his would be preferable to the State Superintendent of Public 
Instruction; that it would foster support of the Library Program, Mr. 
Thorp moved that the report of the Lecislative Committee be received, 
This was seconded by Marion Orr and carried. In closing the discussion 
on the proposed bill it was agreed that the term "Librarian in Service" 
would be a better term to use than "a person employed as a Librarian" 
in the sentence limiting the type of personnel from whom the Governor 


would be free to make selections, (See p.Q0 for correctkd bills, Ed. note.) 





Marion Bingham, Idaho representative on the PNLA Intra-Regional 
Relations Committee, gave a report on progress to date. A copy of her 
report is attached to these minutes. This report ended with a list 
of recommended amendments to the ISLA Constitution, Mr. Thorp moved 
that the Executive Board appoint a committee to write up the necessary 
amendments since they all seemed to be agreeable to the membership. This 
was seconded by Marie Coffin and carried. 


It was announced that the report of the Library Development Committee 
would be given by the Chairman at the Luncheon meeting, 


The reoort of the Newspaper Committee was read by the chairman, Mr. 
Zimmerman, A copy is attached to these minutes. In closing iir. Zimmerman 
asked that his committee be empowered to contact newspaper publishers 
directly in an effort to set up a state wide program for the preservation 
of newspapers on micro-film inasmuch as his efforts to work in cooperation 
with the State Editorial Association had failed. This was put in the 
form of a motion by Miss Orr, seconded and carried, 


Miss Marion Orr, Chairman of the PNLA Northwest Authors Committee 
reported that Idaho has the longest list of authors to present of any 
state in PNLA, Prof, Morton at Idaho State Collere has done the work for 
Idaho. She will write up her work for publication in the IMAHO LIBRARIAN 
sometime in the future, PNLA will have a list of the authors of all 
the states for sale to libraries, 


Discussion then returned to the question of raising the dues. lIirs, 
Craven suggested that the Executive Board make up a scale of dues based 
on Salary on which the membership could vote. This was »ut in the form 
of a motion by Miss Hilswick, seconded by iliss Selby and carried, 


A resolution was offered by the Legislative Committee aimed to bring 
forth discussion as to whether or not the I.S.L.A. should become a member 
of the Unified Education Council. The resolution is as follows: 


"It has been called to the attention of this legislative 
committee that the Idaho State Library Association might benefit 
from membership in the recently organized Unified Education Council. 
This organizarion grew out of a recommendation of the Idaho School 
Trustee's Association and is now made up of representatives of 
the Idaho Education Association, the Idaho State Parent-Teachers 
Association and the Idaho School Trustee's Association, 
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Dr. John Booth, secretary of the council, assured a member of 
this committee that the Library Association is entitled to membership 
in the Council as it qualifies in the tivo recuirements, 1. a state 
wide organization, and 2. one with educational ains, 


The organization and purxose of this council ave briefly described 
in the March issue of the Idaho Education News, from which I quote, 


'It shall be the purpose of the Unified Educational Council 
to examine carefully the legislative programs proposed by its 
groups, namely the Idaho Congress of Parents and Teachers and 
the Idaho Education Association and the Trustee's Association 
and other groups that later may be affiliated with this council. 
After a careful exanination of these legislative programs, the 
Unified Educational Council shall have the power to change the 
direction of the legislctive effort if it is deemed desirable, 
The above sower shall be assumed by the Council only if time 
does not allow contact with the afiliated groups. 


Membership of the Unified Educational Council shall consist 
of three representatives from each of its affiliated organizations. 


The nature of the apnointments of members to the Council shall 
be the premgetive of the individual orgenizations concerned, 
Tenure of office should be established in such a way that experienced 
people will always make up the majority of the overall membership. ' 


There are, of course, arguments for and avainst this »vroposition. 
To get the matter before this body of discussion I offer the following 
resolution: 


Be it resolvedj- ‘That the Idaho State Library Association petition 
the Unified Educational Council for affiliation in that organigation." 


During the discussion which followed Mr, Zimmerman observed that 
there is bitter antagonism in Idaho to the Uducational lobby and this might 
react against favor for the library program, Marion Orr observed that 
cooperation with educational rrouns in the past had been fine. It was 
finally recommended by Mrs. Ambrose that the resolution might be tabled 
until after the 1953 legislature and reconsidered again if the bill failed 
to pass this time, Miss Guenther, who had seconded the resolution, agreed 
to this and it was so decided, 


It was announced that, under the constitution, there would be three 
district meetings the following year instead of a state meeting, Mr. 
Zimmerman raised the question of the absence of a trained oublic librarian 
in the northern part of the state, Some discussion followed as to the 
need for sending a public librarian into that district to help with the 
program. Marion Orr commented that in the absence of a public librarian 
it would be quite possible for a college librarian to give those in charge 
of small »ublic libraries a great deal of help in making suggestions for 
organization, record keeping, and other technical library processes, No 
conclusions were reached here but it was left to be worked out later on 
as plans for the district meetings would begin to take form, 
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Martha Guenther, a member of the Public Relations Comittee of PHILA, 
introduced the idea of a Public Relations Council for Idaho and Oregon 
combined, Representatives from each state would travel and pool ideas. 

The outlines of the plan were rather indefinite and futher discussion was 
postooned until 1953 when it was though more information would be available. 
It was suggested that a report on this might be prepared for the IDAHO 
LIBRARIAN. 


The President brought up for discussion the matter of recruiting, 
reminding the members that it is a resnonsibility of each local library 
organization to interest young peoole in their comunity in the library 
profession, iirs, Ambrose suggested that the American Library Association 
publishes attractive pamphlets that could be placed in the high schools 
of the state, ‘When action was invited as to whether or not ISLA should 
add recruiting to its activities no motion was forthcoming, and the idea 
was tabled for the present. 


The Secretary-Treasurer reported that ISLA had been invited to take 
an associate membership in the Pacific Northwest Library Association, This 
would be a payment of $2.00 a year in dues, Miss Guenther moved that the 
ISLA should join the P.N.1.A, The motion was seconded by lirs, Bess and 
carried, 


Miss Bingham, Idaho Representative on the American Library Association 
Hembership Committee, announced that she had membership blanks if there 
were any librarians present who cared to joint at this time, 


Miss Orr, authorized by her Library Board of the Idaho Falls Public 
Library, offered a resolution that a letter be sent to the Attorney- 
General asking for an oninion on the laws governing library boards under 
the city manager form of government in Idaho, which opinion would include 
a clarification as to the jurisdiction of the city manager over the library 
board. ihe resolution was worded as follows: Be it resolved that the 
Idaho State Library Association respectfully reouests the Attorney General 
of the state of Idaho to render an advisory opinion on the question of the 
relationshin of city managers under Idaho law to library boards and public 
libraries, Mr, Thora seconded the resolution and it was passed, 


The meeting closed with a short talk by Miss Dora Durant, exhibitor 
from the E, R, Huntting Company, on library bindings, and with greetings 
from Gaylord Brothers brought by the maneger, Louis A, Ledger whose 

xhibit of library supplies was of great interest to all,

AMENDING SECTION 33-113, IDAHO CODE, RELATING TO THE DUTIZS OF THE STATE 
BO\RD OF EDUCATION , BY REJOVING THEREFROM THE BOARD'S SUPIRVISION OVER 
IZ STATE LIBRARY COMISSION, 


Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Idaho: 


Section 1, That Section 33-113, Idaho Code, be, and the same is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

33-113, Executive Officers = Powers and duties, ~ Acting through 
its owm executive officers, the state board of education and the board 
of regents of the university of Idaho shall: 


1. Perform all duties prescribed by the state school laws of this 
state, not inconsistent with the provisions of this chapter; exercise 
supervision and inspection over all department of public education 
supported in whole or in part by state funds of this state, enforce the 
school laws of the state, study the educational conditions and needs of 
the state; and approve all proposed changes or additions to existing school 
laws and recommend to the legislature all such needed changes in existing 
laws or additional legislation, 


2. Prepare, prior to each meeting of the state legislature and in 
ample time for due consideration by said legislature, a financial budget 
setting forth the financial needs of all state educational institutions 
under its supervision and control for the period for which appropriations 
are to be made; supervise, direct and control all exnenditures of funds 
appropriated for the maintenance and improvement of state educational 
institutions as designated in section 33-101; supervise, direct and 
control all plans and specifications for such improvements, including 
construction or alteration of buildings, equipment, fixtures, anrparatus 
and supplies, and through its proper executive officers superintend the 
construction work connected with such improvements, 


3. Prepare or cause to be prepared a course of study for the public 

schools of the state and to prescribe the use that shall be made of the 
same; to prescribe the minimum course of study for the public schools 
of the state, 

The state course of study for the elementary schools shall be so 
drawn that the fundamentals of said course may be covered in the minimum 
legal school term of seven months, and that additional advanced and 
supplementary matter shall be provided for schools having longer terms; 
provided, that in place of such additional matter pupils who take the 
shorter term may receive an equivalent amount of credit for work done 
in the home, on the farm, and in other phases of practical and economic. . 
life. 


4. Encourage and promote agricultural education, manual training, 
domestic science, and such other vocational and practical education as 
the needs of this state may from time to time require, 
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5. Classify, standardize and define the limits of all instruction 
in the state educational institutions of the state and promote the 
efriciency, harmonize the educational interests and, so far as practi- 
cable, prevent wasteful duplication of effort in such institutions, 


6, Determine how and under what regulations text books shall be 
adopted for the use of such schools, determine whether or not text 
books shall be free and prescribe the regulations under which such 
text books may be provided, The state board of education shall have 
and is hereby given power to adopt such plans, rules and regulations 
for the adoption of state text books as to the board may seem best and 
proper. 


7. Have general supervision of the work of the county and city 
super intendents,. 


8, Supervise, govern and direct the work of the state summer 
normal schools and teachers! institutes; decide as to the number and 
location of such schools and teachers! institutes; establish or approve 
professional schools in accordance with law and determine the credit 
which may be granted for all work done in such schools, 


9, Prescribe rules and regulations for the holding of teachers! 
county and joint county institutes, such institutes being convened as 


provided by this chapter at such times and places as shall be determined 
by the county superintendents of the respective counties, 


10, Have entire supervision and control of the certification of 
teachers in accordance with law and shall have authority to modify or 
sinplify at its discretion the procedure in carrying out the provisions 
of law; prepare or eause to be prepared examination questions for all 
classes of teachers’ certificates requiring written examinations, 


ll, Appoint a sufficient number of competent examiners to read and 
grade the papers of all applicants for all classes of certificates, and 
to pay such examiners for such services a sum not to exceed five dollars 
per diem, together with actual mileage and expenses for all time spent 
upon examining papers and for all time necessarily consumed en route to 
and from the place where the grading is done. Said payments to be made 
out of the funds of the state board of education, 


12, Keep a record of the grades made by all persons taking 
examinations, to preserve all examination papers for ninety days, and 
to keep a record of all certificates granted or revoked, showing to 
whom issued, are of grantee, date of issue, grade and duration of each 
certificate, and if revoked, the date and reason therefor, 


13. Report to the county superintendents on the grades of each and 
every apnolicant for county certificates from the respective counties 
throughout the state, such reports to constitute the authority for the 
issuance of such county teachers' certificates as are provided by law, 

HHH 
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% 1h. In cooperation with other departments of the state government, 
the board shall see to it that the rules relating to schools, health, 
commulsory education, child labor and child conservation are enforced, 
and, in addition, shall plan an active campaign for the public conservation 


of childhood. 


¥ 15. In cooperation with the department of public welfare, shall 
standardize sanitary appliances, school furniture, school equipment and 
supolies and school buildings; shall provide for an efficient system of 
health supervision, medical inspection and physical develonment work 
in all public schools, and prepare and adopt such rules and regulations 
as will provide for the effective administration of such system, It 
shall, if deemed advisable, set aside such school funds as may be found 
necessary to properly administer such system, 


% 16, Standardize, approve or compile and adopt for use in all state 
institutions and public schools of the state, a system of reports covering 
all essential phases of administration of such educational work and shall 
enforce the use of such adopted form for reports, 


% 17. At such times as may be deemed advisable, and consistent with 
its financial ability so to do, it shall prepare and order published 
such reports, including statistical tables, as may sonstitute a contri- 
bution to the general educational welfare of the state, and shall 


provide for the distribution of the same,

In October of 1951 the Pacific Northwest Library Association established 
a committee to be knowm as the Intra-Regional Relations Committee, It 
was to continue for two years and is made up of one representative from 
each state and province in the region.

The work of the Committee began by the organization of a sub= 
committee in each state and province. Each state or provincial representatives 
on the PNLA Board was asked to chairman each subecommittee with the state 
Intra-Regional Relations Committee Member a member of the sub=comnittee 
with full freedom to take part in discussions, Miss Fraser's illness 
has prevented her from taking part in the work of the Idaho sub-committee 
beyond the point of its organization so the PNLA Committee member has 
acted as chairman in her stead, liembers of the Idaho sub-committee are: 
Miss Jessie Fraser, Twin Falls Public Library; Mrs, Olive T. Bess, Strahorn 
Memorial Library, College of Idaho, Caldwell; Miss Marie Coffin, Caldwell 
High School Library; Mrs. Mabel Beker, Cataloger, Boise Public Library; 
Mrs, Madge Marshall, North Junior High School Library, Boise; Mr. PD. 
Vanderwall, Order Assistant, University of Idaho Library, lioscows and 
Miss Marion Bingham, Boise Public Library. 


The first task of each sub-committee was the compilation of membership 
statistics in the state association and in the Pacific Northwest Library 
Association and the total number of librarians in the state who are 
potential members of either association, The membership figures were to 
be for the last five years and for every fifth year back to 1930. Each 
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state committee was also to submit a copy of the constitution of the state 
essociation and a report of the activities of the association for the 

five years just past. ‘These assignments have been fulfilled to the best 
of our ability, This information is being analyzed for comparison of 
similarities and differences among the states and province, 


Cach sub-committee has had a meeting to discuss the terms of reference 
and to make recommendations where it was possible to do so before thorough 
study shell have been made, A reoort from each state conmittee meeting 
has been made to Mr. Ireland, A cony of the revort from the Idaho 
meeting is herewith attached. It was held in Boise on March 8, 1952 and 
all members of the committee attended except Miss fraser and Mr. Vanderwall. 


On March 29, 1952 a meeting of the PNLA Committee was held in the 

Spokane Public Library which was attended by each state and provincial 
representative and Miss Heathcote as President of PNLA, At this meeting 
a definite proposal was dratm up for the administration of Pacific North- 
west Bibliographic Center which is iotepresented at the PNLA conference 
in the form of proposed amendments to the constitution of PNLA. The 
administration of the Center shall be vested in a board of seven directors, 
one from each of the five states and province, the Librarian of the 
library housing the center, and the President of PNLA. they shall all 
be voting members, The five members from the states and province shall 
be elected by the membership. Candidates shall be selected by the 
nominating committee and shall be in an administrative position in some 
library contributing to the support of the Center, Inasmuch as it will 
be necessary that the members of the board be faniliar with budget problems, 
it was agreed that they must either be chief librarians, or in an adminis- 
trative position within a library system and approved by the chief librarian 
of the library from which the selection is to be made as having the know- 
ledge required for the office, It will be proposed that the terms of the 
directors shall be for three years, but the first year two of the terms 
shall be for two years to provide for staggered terms to assure continuity 
of thought in the government of the Center, It was further agreed that 
no director should be elected for more than two consecutive terms, 
The maxiimm period of membershin would thus be six years, This will 
remove the control of the Center from the Bibliogranhy Comnittee of 
PLA where it first develoved and from where it has been controlled 
thus far, It is the feeling that the Center, now a self-sustaining 
institution in its own right, has grown to the point where it needs 
its own administrative body. 


It will also be nrovosed that the Director of P."BC shall be made 
ex-officio a member of the Bibliography Committee to maintain proper liaison, 


It will be the duties of the Board of Directors to submit to the PNLA 
Board in advance of the association's annual meeting a detailed report 
of the year's activity including a financial statement and to submit a 
tentative budget for the ensuing year with amy recommendations dealing 
with the basis of financial support for ratification by PNLA. 
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In addition to the proposed amendments to the constitution it was 
agreed that the following ouestions should be recommended for study in 
connection with the Center: (1) the photogravhing of the author cards 
in catalors of other libraries in regions where the burden of lending 
should be divided, (2) Should a foundation be approached for funds for 
clerical work for the Center to allow the filing and editing in the union 
catalog to be brought up to date and to assist if the holdings of more 
libraries are to be entered? (3) Re-examination of the difficulty of 
taxation for the support of the center on its present basis - study the 
possibility of basing it on the book budget rather than on the entire 
budget of the contributing libraries, 


At the meeting in Snokane an agreement was reached also on the 
problem of conferring honorary life memberships in PNLA. An honorary 
life membership shall be proposed by the state or provincial association 
or the state in which the person to be honored resides, It shall be the 
responsibility of the initiating association to get the supoort of two 
Ovcher state associations, The proposal shall then be given to the Board 
of Directors of PNLA which shall take final action, The Intra=Regionel 
Relations Comuittee recommends that each state and provincial association 
revise their constitutiéns to allow them to elect a proposed honorary 
member to PNLA and to recognize meritorious service within their own state. 


The closing discussion at the Spokane meeting covered the relation- 
ship of PNLA with the state and provincial associations, It was noted 
that in each state and province there is greater membership in the state 
or provincial association than in PNLA aiiong the librarians of that 
state, To overcome this PNLA must direct its activities along lines 
thet will be of greater service to the state associations, If this 
can be done and more members from each state will support the regional 
orgenization, the state associations will benefit from the help the 
larger regional or;anization can give. For example what could PNLA 
do that could interest Idaho to the extent that Idaho librarians would 
join and supvori PNLA? The Bibliograzhic Center has been the main project 
of PNLA for many years. Now that it is on its own PNLA is asking for 
suggestions for future activities that willtring it close to its membership 
and make it of real significance to each state or province in the region, 
The possibility of the regional organization uniting its resources for 
the aid of one specific locality within the region was discussed, for 
example, just now Idaho is in great need of assistance with its library 
development program and its project of the establishment of a state 
library. It wuld be fine if PNLA could assist Idaho with this, Then 
in turn the other areas of the recion could expect assistance as the 
need should arise. Such a plan might be within the realm of possibility 
and this is just an illustration of the thinking that is taking place 
in the Intra-Regional Relations Committee work, 


To facilitate the coordination of the work of PNLA with the state 
and provincial associations it would be desirable if the fiscal years of 
all could coincide with the fiscal year of PNLA and the terms of office 
in the state associations could coincide with the fiscal years, I have 
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been asked to bring this problem before ISLA for discussion, though this 
is not for immediate action, Our present plan in Idaho is for the new 
officers to teke over immediately after the meeting in the odd numbered 
years, while our fiscal year is the calendar year, Study of the state 

and provincial constitutions has revealed great diversity in this respect, 
‘i. conflict was discovered in the ISLA Constitution, Article VIII, Section 
1 provides for the new officers to take office immedictely after the 
biennial meeting in the odd numbered years which are the election years. 
Article IX, Section 1 provides for district meetings in the odd numbered 
yearSe 


The Intra-regional Relations Committee of PNLA is strongly recommending 
to the state and provincial associations that their constitutions be amended 
to fix the term of the state representative on the PNLA Board to correspond 
with the PNLA year whether or not the state association fiscal year is 
made to coincide, It is also recommended that the state representative 
to PNLA be a full-fledged member of the state association board of 
directors to assure adequate provision for liaison between it and the 
regional organization, Idaho will not have to be concerned with this 
for that is already a provision of the Constitution, 


The possibility of joint collection off dues for the state and 
provincial associations and PNLA was discussed but weemed not to be 
feasible for the present, There is too much diversity betireen the states 
as to the amount of dues. Some states have a sliding scale on the 
basis of salary and some do not, In the notes of the Idaho sub= 
committee meeting the Idaho committee went on record as opposing this 
policy for other reasons as well, 


In closing my revort I should like to recommend that a constitution 
committee be appointed to prepare amendments to articles where flaws 
have been discovered as mentioned heretofore and as shall be further 
listed in the following summary and to effect the recommendations of the 
Intra=Regional Relations Committee if the membership of ISLA so approves, 
To summarize, the suggested changes are as follows: 





1. In Article III, section 2b the wording is such that honorary life 
membership is permitted only to those who have rendered service to 
library interests in the state but who are not actively identified with 
library work. This was not intended by the Constitution Committee, The 
intention was to include such people in addition to librarians who will 
perform outstanding service, 


2. dm Article V to provide for the recommed ation of Honorary Life 
Memberships in the Pacific Northwest Library Association for Idaho people, 
Also in Article V, section 1 to provide that the term of the PNLA 
Representative shall coincide with the PNLA year if the membership 

‘shall so decide, 


3. To resolve the conflict between Article VIII, section 1 and Article 
TX, section 1 in regard to new officers taking office after a biennial 








meeting in the odd numbered years. 


le In Article X to delete the first Section 2 which was mistakenly 
printed into the constitution providing for amendment of the by=Laws 
by mail ballot and to include in Section 1 a specified time to be 
allowed between the mailing of notice of amendment and the dace when 
ballots will be required to be returned, 


If any of the members of this association have any suggestions to 
make toward the study of the effectiveneds of PNLA your Idaho sub- 
committee will be very glad to receive them and to transmit them to the 
PHLA Committee chairman,

Revort of the Newspaper Committee 


This revort covers the period between last year's conference at Boise 
and this year's conference at Caldwell, 


At last year's conference, the committee reported some progress in 
its work to persuade Idaho newspaper publishers to microfilm back files 
of their papers and to begin the microfilming of their current files, A 
list of papers that have been microfilmed was included in last year's 


report, 


The major aim of the Comaittee over the past year has been to bring 
about a joint meeting between a committee of the Idaho State Editorial 
Association and the Ilicrofilm Committee of the Idaho Library Association. 
Efforg’s were made by the chairman of this committee to have the officers 
of the Editorial Association appoint a committee for their group. The 
president appointed a chairman who was to name two other members, but 
to date no members have been named, Consequently there could be no meeting 
of committees to plan a joint state-wide microfilning program, 


In view of the past failures by the Editorial Association to appoint 
a committee, this comaittee is recommending that it embark independently 
upon a promotion campaign to inform publishers on the need for microfilming 
their back files, also current volumes, A copy of last year's report 
might be sent to the various Idaho publishers and might well serve as a 
point of departure for an effective attack on the problem, 


In the absence of a publisher's committee through which to communicate, 
this committee, on its own initiative, made efforts to interest publishers 
of various papers in microfilming or obtaining their back files, 


The following comprise a list of newspapers where some effort, of ther 
direct or indirect, was made in the interest of microfilming, ao 


- Idaho County Free Press, Grangeville. 
is one of the oldest newspapers still in existence, The 
files of this paper,which are continous since 1886 haw been 
well preserved although some of the older issues are becoming 
brittle, Publisher contacted, 








Lewiston Teller, Lewiston. 
This 1s one of the oldest newspapers in the state, The file 
dates from October 21, 1876, to 1910, when the paper went out 
of existence, The paver is stored in the City Hall and, from 
reports, is rapidly deteriorating. [Efforts are being made to 
have this paper micrefilmed. The prospects are encouraging. 


Lewiston pening Tribune, Lewiston. 
s file s back to 1916, Both editor and publisher are 


planning to microfilm this paper in the near future which, 
together with The Teller, will bring together on microfilm 
this commnity's files of papers since 1876. 











Kamiah Progress, Kamiah, 

“This paper began publication around the turn of the century 
but folded sometime between the years 1936 and 191. It is 
to be given to the University in the near future and when 
obtained, will be microfilmed, 





Daily Mirror, Moscow. 
An early file of this naper, 1885-1893, was located in the 
possession of a private citizen living in Moscow, Efforts 
are being mede to obtain the file for microfilming by the 
University. 





Daily Idahonian, Moscow, 
e publisher of this paper has finally begun to microfilm 
his back file dating back to 1911 which at that time was 
published under the name of Moscow Daily Starr-Mirror,. 





Gooding Leader, Gooding. 
A copy of the report submitted last year by the microfilming 
Committee was sent to the pbblisher of this paper who was 
asked to give serious consideration to microfilming the Leader, 





During the year, I received a request from B, E, Powell, Chairman 
of the Committee on Cooperative Microfilm Projects of the A.L.A., to 
assist it in its mission to develop a cooperative microfilm project on 
a national scale, for the purpose of preserving important materials in 
danger of destruction particularly the woodpulp editions of American 
newspapers appearing since 1870, Financial assistance will be sought 
from several sources, but newspaper publishers, research libraries, and 
various state agencies will be usked to assume responsibility of filming 
such files as their funds permit. In response to this request a list 
of papers in order of their probable importance historically and regionally 
to the state of Idaho, was forwarded to him. Included in the list were:

The writer of these notes appreciated the gentle words 
with which Miss Heathcote turned back his introductory comments, 
reminding the audience of the "Men Librarians" feud he and Miss 
He conducted in the Library Journal in 1950, 
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Report of the Library Development Committee 


Introductory: 


In the fall of 1949, representatives of the libraries of Pacific 
Northwestern states and of British Columbia met in Olympia, lashington 
with Dr, Robert Leigh of Columbia University, director of the Public 
Library Inquiry. The purpose of the meeting was in effect to inquire: 
“There do we, the libraries of the Pacific “orthwest, and especially 
the public libraries, go from here?" 


It was realized that with well-developed library services in all 
metropolitan centers, and in many of the more populous counties as well, 
further development had either to follow a traditional path, that of 
promoting small and inadequately supoorted libraries in toms and 
counties of little wealth, or, of seeking new directions, 


The meeting initiated a search for new directions, a search which 
has been carried on subsequently by library development committees of 
the P.N.L.A,, and of the states and provincial associations which cooperate 
in P.N.L.A. 





Put in concrete terms, the solution proposed by the Olympia meeting . 
was this; let our further public library development be made, whenever 
and wherever possible, in units large enough to finance and provide 
library services comparable with those enjoyed by a metropolitan center, 
at a reasonable cost per capita. 





Because the value of the dollar has been continually changing, it 
was thought unwise to express the extent of such services in terms of 
money, Rather, it was clear that, to avoid depreciation, the standards 
must be stated in terms of goods and services. 


Two P.N.LeA. committees during the year 1950-51, worked on the 
isting of the goods and services necessary. Their reports, which 
agree remarkably weli, can be founion pages 12, 15 and 16 of the 
P.NeLeA. committee reports for 1951. 


Briefly summarized, they show that the following would be minimun 
requirements for a public library giving service on a metropolitan 
level, 


The staff would have to include at least a head librarian, reference 
librarian, children's librarian, adult services specialist, two extension 
librarians, technical processes librarian and 11 to 1) clerical and sub- 
professional assistants, 
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It would require approximately one copy of all worthwhile new books 
(estimated at 5,000 a year) plus sufficient duplicated to meet the 
continuing demand of the area; 


150-200 representative periodicals 

20-50 new films a year 

200-300 new musical records a year 

Other materials according to need; maps, pictures, prints, 
panphlets, etc, 

Bindery funds to keep the book and periodical collection 
in usable condition, 


In terms of today's dollar, the minimum cost would be in the 
neighborhood of $100,000 dollars a year. Five years from now it might 
be $75,000 or $125,000, 


The P,N.L.A. committee felt that professional research to determine 
the needs and resources of the states and the province was very desirable, 
and considered an appeal to a foundation for a grant to finance such 
assistance, Dr. Leigh connseled that the chances of receiving a grant 
would be greater if the state and provincial associations did as much 
as they could and accomplished whatever they founi possible to do with ~ 
their own resources first, Hence it was thought best to have committees 
of the associations work on their problems for at least a year, On 
this basis, the I.S.L.A. Library Development Committee was established, 





After preliminary correspondence among the committee members the 
following lines of study were adopted for the year's work, 


1. A directory of the libraries of the state, Such directories as 
existed up to that time, including the association's, the state's, 
and commercial directories, were all based upon voluntary response 
to inquiry or questionnaire, and hence none were complete, A 
complete directory, based upon follow-up procedures, was projected, 
Later, the project was expanded to include school libraries, 


2. Study of states similar to Idaho in area, population, and wealth, 
‘which have complete or nearly complete library coverage, to ascertain 
their means and results,

PSRT I 


Survey and Directory of the Public Libraries of Idaho 





There has been placed in Appendix A, in order not to make this report 
unduly long, the results of our surveying, plus the aid we got from the 
directory of the Idaho Librarian, and from the American Library Directory 
and Pattersons Educational Directory. 


In this directory are listed: 


73 functioning public or club libraries 

2 dormant libraries 
36 tows over 300 population whose library status is not known 
28 towns over 300 nopulation knowm to have no public library 


The job of compiling a directory is thus not commlete, There are 
still many places which have not sent in a return, which will require 
follow-up procedures, 


Originally it was interided to investigate all places with more 
than 200 population; we have in fact found 2 libraries in commnities 
of less than 300 people, namely, Donnelly and Sweet, A number of libraries 
are listed in places between 300 and 500 population; it seems that 360 
peonle is as low as we can go in setting our lower limit for investigation. 
We hope this investigation can go on &nd be brought to completion in 
1952 or 1953, Only in this way can Idaho secure the complete picture of 
its public library set-up, such as is provided in other states by the 
state libraries, 


A comparison of the libraries of small and large cities in Idaho, 
with those in the same population brackets in various other states, 
shows clearly that the problem of library service in Indaho is basicaliy 
a rural problem, Comparisons were made with Minnesota and Illinois, as 
Midwestern states with large and prosperous rural populations; with 
Washington, a prosperous, populour neighboring state; with Utah, a 
regional neighbor with area and population more comparable to Idaho's, 
Comparisons with \iyoming and California seemed desirable, but could not 
be made valid because so many libraries in each s tate were county 
libraries or in county systems. 


Idaho is lowest in only one of the six per-capita columns shown 
below; is above the median in two, below the median in two, and is 
the median in two, In short, our cities, whatever their shortcomings 
in library development, seem to be keeping up pretty well with the cities 
of other states,

Data from the Washington office of the A,LeA. published in the Wilson 
Library Bulletin for Oct. 1951, p. 189, together with figures from the 
American Library Directory, show the seriousness of the library problem 
in rural Idaho, 


Slightly over one-half of Idaho's population has no local library 
service, as compared with one-fifth of the U.S. as a whole, one-tenth 
of Washington's population, one=twenty-fifth of Utah's, and one=thirtieth 
of Wyoming's. 


The per capity expenditure for libraries in Idaho is 25 cents a 
year. Since our cities and towns avcrage much more than this amount, 
this low state average must be due to the fact that half of us pay 
virtually nothing toward the provision of library service. Idaho's 
expenditure per person is less than one-fourth that of the citizens 
of our neighbor states, Oregon, Washington, Wyoming, and Utah, It is 
two-fifths of Montana's, 


Only five of the forty-eight states have a higher percentage of 
the whole population without local library service, Idaho's percentage 
unserved is the highest to be found in any of the 11 western states, with 
one exception, 
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The good library record of our cities shows that Idsho's people 
desire and appreciate good library service, and are willing to pay for it,

PART IIT 


Study of Library Services of Comparable States 





While it seemed doubtful that we might find any states, comparable 
to Idaho in wealth, population and area, providing library service for 
all or most of the inhabitants, a short examination of the newly published 
Library Directory showed that two of our nearest neighbors do provide 
the examples, According to the directory, well over 90°/, of the people 
in Utah and Wyoming are served by town and county public libraries. In 
Wyowiing, according to the state librarian, permissive provisions for 
county libraries antedate statehood, and were incorporated into Wyoming's 
original constitution, All Wyoming counties except one now have county 
libraries. 


In Utah, between genuine county libraries, and town and city 
libraries which either donate or contract service to surrounding rural 
areas some sort of local library service is available to nearly all of 
Utah's citizens, In both states, apparently, service ranges from excellent 
to very poor, depending upon the size of the units, their wealth and the 
rate of taxation for library purposes,

On its face, this table docs not make a favorable showing for county 
librarics except in the wealthiest and most populous counties, County 
libraries in Idaho, with our numerous countics, many of very small papulations 
and equally small tax resources, would undoubtedly parallel the Utah 
table closely, 


In order to avoid too much theoretical and a priori judgement of the 
adequacy of county and rural library service in the Pacific Northwest, some 
15 inquiries were sent to libraries of various sizes and categories in 
Oregon, Utah, 'lyoming, and Montana, asking confidential statements. Unfor- 
tunalely, most of those who failed to reoly represented the smaller units. 
Perhaps this fact in itself is significant, 
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The unanimous burden of all replies received however, was that in 
snite of all shortcomings the existing libraries in rural areas were 
indispensable, and that even though they left much to be desired, the 
people of those states would hate to be without the very inadequate 
service that some of them now have, 


Only two county libraries in Utah approach metropolitan standards. 
Still another county library, of medium size and resources, cites numerous 
services rendered, and a considerable circulation, but notes that it is 
not able on its income, either to replace an overcrowded library building, 
nor to purchase and operate even a single bookmobile, 


Significant excerpts from the replies have been placed in Appendix B, 
PART IV

determine whether, and how, regional Tibraries with P.N.L.A. Standards 
of income and service, could be established in Idaho, 




















What follows should not be considered a proposed regional setup 
for Idaho, but merely a possible; the purpose of the set-up being to 
show what is possible in terms of geography, income and population, 
and not to fix the state's library map at this early date, 


Geography is the determining factor in this map of possibilities, 
Each region has good to excellent internal transportation anid communications, 
one or more large urban communications centers, around which the population 
tends to cluster, 


The one partial exception is region VI. Lemhi County has been 
attached because Lemhi's most direct communications are with region VI. 
Communications over this route may be interrupted seriously in severe 
winters, On the other hand, the State Highway Department gives assurance 
that the route from Pocatello to Challis via Arco and iiackay is oven 
practically continously during the winter months, 



















An examination of the assessed valuations of all the Idaho counties 
shows that, when incorporated areas are included, a 2 mill levy would 
produce close to $1,000,000, or almost enough to support 10 regional 
libraries meeting library development standards, 











However, as a matter of physical geography, it might be more convenient 
to arrange for a greater or lesser number of regions) Jibrary territories 
than 10 and it happens, fortunately, that each naturally bounded geographical 
area could raise somewhat more than the “100,000 currently needed. Thus 
assessed valuations and physical geography cooperate in a rather surprising 
manner to outline what is, in theory at least, a good regional library 
arrangement for the state, 
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Let us examine the map, Each of the regions shown here has the 
following: Sufficient assessed valuation to give an income over $100,000 
on a 2 mill levy; each has at least one good headquarters and distribution 
city near the center of its communications network; each is somewhat cut 
off from other regional districts by mountains, forests or desert and the 
significance of this fact is, that the worst spots for winter transportation 
are mainly between, not within, the rdgions here outlined. In the main, 
each Tour lend itself fairly well to bookmobile distribution, since 
ponulation tends to be concentrated into valleys in the mountainous 
areas, and into irrigation tracts in the desert areas, Latah and Idaho 
counties, however, are distinct exceptions to this rule, 


By way of illustration, Region I is partially cut off from Region 
II by the forests and low mountains of the St. Joe National forest area. 
Coeur d'ilene seems the obvious distribution center , 


Region II is well divided from Region III by the mountains and 
canyons of the Salmon River area, Lewiston cleerly is the traffic 
center in Region II, 


Region III has some natural divisions from Region IV in the 
mountains east of Mountain Home, a spur of which reaches the Snake at 
King Hill, The division is continued south of the Snake by the Bruncau 
desert and its all but impassable canyons. ‘he triangle of Caldwell, 
Nampa and Boise forms a traffic center, and any of these 3 cities could 
be a satisfactory headquarters. 


Region IV is partly set off from R@gion V by the desert area 
between Minidoka and mountains north of ‘\rco3 a separation emphasized 
on the highway map by scarcity of east-west improved highways, South of 
the river, the separation is continued by the Goose Creek mountains. 


frin Falls is its metropolis with respect to wealth and population, 
but traffic-wise, Gooding and Jerome seem to be better located. Any of 
the 3 vould probably be a suitable headquarters city. 


4 division of the remaining territory is not as obvious as in the 
regions outlined, However, the southern line of Bonneville county seems 
to follow a communications break, North of this line are found sufficient 
assessed valuation to support our region and the natural headquarters and 
communication center of Idaho Falls. In Rerion V ‘ie have Pocatello as 
the natural center, though for library purposes Blackfoot might be 
adequate also, 


These two regions become cartographic gerrymanders by reason of 
their being the gateways to Custer and Lemhi counties, ‘here seems to 
be no other logical method of providing for these two counties, If 
library service in these counties proves to cost more than their tax 
contribution, making them potential parasites upon their regional 
affiliations, they ‘vould have to be satisfied with less adequate service, 
either as parts of regional libraries, or as single county libraries, 
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However, if most of the populations of Custer and Lemhi reside close 
to the main highways, their taxes might pay for their services. 


The game condition misht be found in other places, Most of the 
population of Owyhee county is in the northwest corner, ‘Jill the 
contributions of the remainder of the county be sufficient to pay the 
cost of serving the widely scattered population, except by mail? 


Thee is one distinct ground for optimism in our wilderness map, 
It is the boundaries that indicate national forest reserves, ‘The 
cost of library sertice in these vast areas is likely to be extremely 
small because the peorle within them are so few in number, 


Though Idaho taxes are relatively low, owing to lack of excise 
and sales taxes, and to the fact that assessed valuations have not risen 
as fast as sales values of real vroperty, many taxpayers may at first 
balk at a 2 mill levy, In that case, some of our proposed regions could 
be organized and put into operation at minimum standards on less than a 
2 mill levy. 


‘hat difficulties may be encountered in selling regional libraries 
to the citizens of Idaho, assuming the passage of an act legalizing 
combinations of cities and counties into regional library districts? 





The most serious seems to be the doubt about the cost of service 
in large sparsely populated areas, of which each of our six regions has 
an ample share, This question is the one that has been emphasized in 
the P,N.L.A, Library Develonnent Committee as needing further intensive 
research, 


It can be argued that distance will make service costly in such areas, 
It can be argued, to the contrary, that the population is so small in 
these areas as to involve a minimum of expense for service. 





Second, the 2 mill levy we have been speaking of so freely is 
probably an ideal that will not be closely approached, at least at first. 
Note that Utah limits county libraries to one mill, It is plain that 
many county libraries in Wyoming and iiontana levy much less than 2 miils; 
often less than one mill. 


However, if the regions are large enough the tax yield will be 
enough for first class service whenever the voters in that region decide 
they wish such library serwice. 


Third, cities with good libraries already established may hesitate 
to become merged in a regional district, for two reasonsk dislike of 
losing local identity, and fear of entering an arrangement that might 
prove disadvantageous to the city taxpayers and library patrons. 
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Fourth, the taxpayers in the counties may prefer other arrangements, 
Boise and Ada county cooperating could form their own regional library 
and meet the best standards and at the smae time, leave the rest of Region 
III with sufficient income to organize a regional library up to and above 
minimum standards, also, Probably no single county in the state except 
Ada could form a one-county regional library with adequate income. 


However, our main problem now, as was pointed out by two speakers at 
the last meeting, is to get enough organizations and voters supporting 
the nevessary legislation, to get it enacted, That is the next step in 
Idaho Library Development, and we might be winning friends and allies 
for the battle, if, while waiting on the necessary legislation, we do 
all in our power to strengthen and increase the small public librarics of 
the state. This is our interim job of first priority, 


Conclusions 





1. The library problem of the State of Idaho is primarily and prin- 
cipally a problem of rural library service; library service for 
small cities, towns, villages, and unincorporated areas. 


Local library service to unincorporated areas and the smaller 
incorporated places is practically non-existent, and at least 
one-half of Idaho's population has no local library service. 


Idaho cities as shown by comparisons with cities of similar population 
in other states are providing library service of comparable quality 
and cost. 


A number of Idaho counties could secure good to excellent service 
with county libraries if such libraries included all incorporated 
areas within them, 


The majority of Idaho counties, as shotm by the experience of 
neighboring states, lack sufficient wealth and population to give 
full or adequate library service within the limits of reasonable 
cost per capita, 


Each distinct geogranhical area of Idaho has sufficient wealth, and 
suitable communications and distribution centers to form an ade- 
quately supported regional library, This is assuming that the 
thinly settled areas, of which each possible region would have a 
large share, would not be a financial burden, It is on this point 
that further research is most needed, 


The extent to which school and public library service is provided 
in the state is still imperfectly known, and the census should be 
continued, 





Recommendations 





The Committee recommends: 


1. That enlisting the support of Idaho's statewide civic and occu- 
pational organizations for necessary library legislation be a 
primary activity of the Association during the coming year, 


That the editorial program of the Idaho Librarian, insofar as it 
may exceed the reporting of library and association news, be de= 
voted to assistance to the small public libraries, 





That the Pacific Northwest Library Association be requested to 
seek a grant from an educational foundation to finance further 
study of library development and its problems, in the Pacific 
Northwest.

"yet even with all precautions some people will protest, They 
may be a church group, a superpatriotic society, or even one or two 
individuals, The protest may be lodged against books in the political 
or social realm or against 2 novel, It may take the form of mere objection, 
or it may become an ugly threat acainst the library or its libroricn. 
Even more important, perhaps, is the fear of such objection, a fear 
that, oftener than we think, may lead a librorian or library board 
to rule out certain books to avoid an embarrassing situation which 
may develop - in short, to deprive the potential and interested reader 
rather than take a chance on someone's objection, Such objection is 
thought to create bad public relations, though we should remember 
that ogmlly bad public relations may develop by failing to provide

Let us analyze this situation for a moment, taking the matter 
of a potential objection first, ‘ie might as well recognize that this 
is an ever present vossibility; we can never escape the chance that 
someone may feel unhapoy about a particular book, Yet I think that 
in an over-tyhelming number of cases, where a library has actually 
obtained the book, no protest developed at all, fFeor of protest 
usually turns out to be a strawman. But sunpose that a protest is 
lodgeq: should it be taken scriously enough to withdraw the book? ‘e 
must consider the nature of the protestant, If the book was seriously 
weighed in the light of its quality and of library policy and ‘ras 
acquired because it met the standerds imposed by the library, I see 
no reason for its withdrawal. As for the protestant, does he represent 
a sufficiently numcrous citizenry, or is he speaking solely for 
himself or for a special group? Even if the’ librerian vere to decide 
.on the basis of numbers, why should he assume that more peonle ould 
object to the book than would welcome it or would at least be 
indifferent to its provision?" Leon Carnovsky, "The Obligations 
and Responsibilities of the Librarian concerning censorship," Library 
Cuarterly, Vol. XX, no.l, Jan., 1950, p. 31.

Public Library Section, May 10, 1952 


Public librarians met in a section meeting on Saturday afternoon, 
May 10 under the chairmanship of Miss Mildred Selby of the Boise Public 
Library. 


The meeting began by discussion of the October issue of the IDAHO 
LIBRARIAN which is to be the Public Library Edition, It was agreed that 
each person present would be responsible for an article which should be 
sent to Miss Selby by September 1. 


The topic selected for the meeting by iiss Selby was Public Relations. 
To introduce the subject an article from the March 1952 WILSON BULLETIN 
by Donald Woods was read by the chairman, The article was on librarians 
and its theme may be expressed in the following quotation: "Good public 
relations is what we are, good publications is what we say". Miss 
Selby's introductory remarks were inspirational and fostered good 
discussion, 


Mrs. Ida Ruby of the Caldwell Public Library was the principal 
speaker, Some of the points she made were that Public Relations is good 
performance publicly anpreciated and the important element is the attitude 
of those who are giving the service, All problems should be followed 
through and ell patrons must receive the same consideration. Some of 
the outside contacts that may be develoned are service clubs, hospitals, 
radio, the newspaper and work with study groups, It is important to keep 


the name of the Library before the public and to give service. 


Following the talk the meeting was opened to general discussion 
and suggestions made by others present were; service with inter-library 
loan through the Pacific Northwest Bibliographic Center, Book Fair 
during Book Week and Open House with book displays, 


Mrs, Ruby moved that sectional meetings be recommended as a part of 
each biennial meeting where everyone would be with others doing the same 
kind of work and discussion would be of practical value, This was seconded 
and passed, 


Miss Bingham suggested that we express an opinion on a preferred 
topic for the district meetings next year, The organization of a small 
library was the one which met with general favor because it would help 
both school and public librarians, It was suggested that the person in 
charge plan to have a question box, This could be arranged ahead of 
time so that questions might be answered at the meeting, Talks about books, 
especially adult fiction and non-fiction were also desired as part of the 
program , 


Adjournment was moved by Mrs, Ruby, seconded and carried,

. Miss Martha Guenther, Idaho State College, acted as chairman. 
Tyanty school librarians attended the meeting. 


Members were urged to affiliate with the American Association of 
School Librarians, Miss Guenther being the Idaho representative of 
the Membership Committee of the A.A.S,L. The problem was discussed of 
belonging to all educational organizations as required plus the A,A,5.L. 
and other library organizations, If librarians are financially unable 
to belong to both educational and library organizations, which shall 
they choose? Miss Guenther suggested that in such a case, if there 
were several school librarians living near together, they might cooverate 
in the payment of A.A.S.L. dues for one of their number in order that 
they should have contact with the A,A,S.L. 


The question was discussed as to how school librarians can make 
themselves felt in the Idaho Education Association and in the formulating 
of vrograms for the yearly meetings, Mrs. Ambrose made a motion that 
this group request the I,E.A, planning committee that a library section 
meeting be included in each year's meeting of the I,E.A. districts, 
with a school librarian in charge and a trained librarian as visiting 
consultant. This motion was seconded by Miss Orr of Marsing, end passed. 
A letter containing mention of this was sent to Dr, Booth with a copy to 
lirs, Beck, 


In a discussion of technical processes the question as to whether 
or not to use an accessjon book was brought up. The consensus was that 
the use of a book is the best procedure, A letter was sent to Nr, Cole 
asking him to place this opinion on record in his office, also a copy 
to Mrs. Beck, 


Mimeogranhed lists of books based upon lists compiled by Marjorie 
E, Fairchild (elementary), Mrs, Bernice Beck and lirs, Madge Marshell 
(junior high school), Edith Brummer (senior high school) were distributed, 
The list made no pretense of being an authoritative sup plement to 
Look, Librarian and the Guide to good reading, but was meant to serve 
only as a point of departure for the selection of newer books, March 
1952 numbers of the Newsletter of the American Association of School 
Librarians were also distributed,

College Library Section, Hay 10, 1952 


College librarians met in a section meeting on Saturday afternoon, 
May 10, with lir, Lee Zimierman, Univerisity of Idaho librarian, as 
chairman, 


Fourteen persons participated, including several College of Idaho 
faculty members, 


lr, Zimmerman spoke on "The Student Reading Program at the 
University of Idaho." He presented for discussion many beautiful and 
interesting book placards, each dealing with a different field of 
lmowledze or recreation. Some of the titles included: "Of Places and 
Peonlej" "Stories of the Earths" "Pacific Northvest in Fiction;" 
Wilobbies Eo Ride;" and "Books that have changed the liodern World," 
iy, Zimmerman described how these placards were posted outside and 
inside the library to attract readers to a snecial alcove devoted to 
a display of books of leisure-time interest, He also explained that 
in order to be included among these books, the works had to meet 
the following criteria: attractive formation, readability, vitality 
of subject matter, and frequent revision to include only books which 
produced reader reaction. In its first year over 2500 books were 
checked our from this alcove,of which over half were in the Dewey's 
700's and 800's, He explained that by means of questionaires and close 
supervision it was plenned to continually improve the value of the 
student reading collection. 


Eli H, Oboler then spoke on "The Student Reading Progran at Idaho 
State College." He stressed that I,5.C. was fortunate enough to have 
a Browsing Room located in the Student Union Building, This room, 
supervised by a student assistant, holds about 1000 books, with the 
collection changing according to changes of interest, Mr, Oboler 
also told about displays which are >ut up about every two weeks during 
the school year and which are of three types: s subject displays, special 
library services, end traveling exhibits (such as Western Books exhibits). 
Some of the titles of recent dis»lays are: "Meet the Library Sraff;" 
“White Wash or Witchhunt;" "Rivers of Americas;" "Vacation Vistas;" and 
"American Education \ieek," ‘hese displays include drawings, clippings, 
pamphlets, and book jackets. Three large bulletin boards just outside 
the library are used for the displays, along with books and other 
library materials, featured on tables in the main reading room, Publicity 
on the displays are sent regularly to the camous newsnaper, the campus 
weekly bulletin, and to the local ee and radio stations on 
special occasions, 


Finally Mr, Oboler discussed b-iefly the Browsing Room Book Teas, 
a@ regular series of informal talks on avocations and travels given by 
the faculty members, He stressed the necessity for adapting the 
Browsing Room collection to student tastes, with the idea of luring 
' them on to reading only worth while books by including the lighter types 
of fiction and nonefiction in the collection,

The question of the advisability of amending the Constitution to 
provide for staggering the terms of office of the Officers was discussed, 
It was finally decided that this should not be necessary since the 
Pas*-president is a member of the Board, Also with the new plan of 
having the term of the PNLA Representative coincide with the PILA 
year, that officer will continue in office with the new Board for 
five months, from May through September, 


It was agreed that irs, Geneva Bittleston should be asked to act as 
chairman of the Constitutional Revision Committee with Mrs, Bess as 
possible alternate if Mrs, Bittleston should not be able to accept. 
Members suggested to serve on this committee were Mrs, Anna M, Craven 
and tirs, R, Stanley Pearce, 


Miss Marion Orr was selected to be chairman of the Nominating 
Committee, with Miss Edith Dygert as a possible alternate. Members 
to be suggested to serve on this committee were Marie Coffin and 
Martha Guenther, 


The division of the state for the district meetings to be held next 
year was determined as follows: All members resident of Lewiston or 
North shall constitute the Northern District; south of Lewiston and east 
to and including Twin Falls shall constitute the Southwestern District; 
and everyone East of Twin Falls shall constitute the Southeastern 
District, This,it was decided, should be voted on as an amendment to 
the Constitution, 


It was tentatively decided that the meeting in the Northern District | 
should be at Lewiston if Mrs, Kelley should feel that she could take 
charge of arrangements, If she could not, then Moscow should be the place, 
Mr. Zimmerman should be asked to act as chairman for the meeting with 
Someone on his staff at the University Library as alternate should he 
find it necessary to decline. Boise was selected for the meeting in the 
Southwestern District with Mildred Selby as Chairman, and Marion 
Bingham as alternate, For the Southeastern District Idaho Falls was 
chosen with Merion Orr as chairman and !irs, Ava Barnes as alternate, 


It was agreed that Hiss Maryan E, Reynolds, Washington State Librarian, 
be invited to come to Idaho for the district meetings and that they be 
planned so that she can travel to all three, acting as a resource person 
for discussions of small library organization, book selection and book 


mending, 
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In view of the uncertainty as to whether or not Iliss Fraser would 
be able to attend PNLA in September, it was agreed that an alternate 
representative to the PNLA Board should be appointed from among those 
who were planning to attend, if Miss Fraser shovld feel that this would 
be the wise thing to do, It would be understood that Miss Fraser should 
be the official representative if it should prove possible for her to 
go.e If not provision would-have been made for Idaho to be represented,

Mr. Oboler requested that e copy of the list of proposed amendments 
to the constitution be sent to him for publication in the IDAHO LIBRARIAN, . 


It was agreed that 1,000 printed envelopes should be purchased and

Mr, Oboler reported that an effort would be made to cut a stencil 
for the map showing the distribution of libraries in Idaho that had 
accompanied Mr, Thorp's report of the Library Development Committec, 
so that it might be reproduced for publication in the IDAHO LIBRARIAN. 
It was agreed that it would be wise to have 00 extra copies of this 
mpa to be used in connection with the promotion of the legislation, 
200 should be given to Mrs. Ambrose and 200 retained by the President, 
The Secretary was delegated to write this lettcor, 


There was some discussion of whether or not copies of the issue 
containing the information on the legislation should be sent to the 
non-member mailing list but no decision was reached, It was decided 
that the issue with reports of the meeting in July should be mailed only 
to the membership, and to the nonemembers already scheduled to receive 
it.

"Within the limits of the general policy of the public library 
as a dispenser of service for which the taxpayers rather than users 
pay, there are some attractive possibilities of combining income- 
producing activities with free services.

PROPOSED AINDENTS TO ISLA CONSTITUTION AND BY-LAWS 


In Article III, section 2b the wording is such that honorary life 
membership is permitted only to those who have rendered service 

. to library interests in the state ‘but who are not actively 
identified with library work, This was not the intention, The 
idea was that such people should be eligible for honorary member-= 
ship in addition to those who are actively in library work. The 
wording should be revised accordingly, 


In Article V a section should be added to provide for the recommendation 
for Honorary Life Iemberships in PNLA to the PNLA Board for Idaho 

people who have rendered outstanding contribution to the development 

of libraries and librarianship, 


To Article V, section 1 should be added the provision that the 
term of the PNLA Representative shall coincide with the PNLA 
fiscal year, Octder 1 to Septamber 30. 


A conflict between Article VIII, section 1 and Article IX, 
section 1 needs to be resolved. Since district meetinzs are to 
be held in the odd numbered years, Article VIII, section 1 needs 
to be revorded to have new officers take office after the 
district meetings instead of biennial meetings. 


A similar conflict exixts between Article VIII, section 3 and 
Article IX, section 1. "Biennial meeting" should be changed to 
"district meetings" both places where it appears in Article VII, 
section 3. 


In Article X the first Section 2 was mistakenly printed into the 
Constitution providing for amendment of the by-laws by mail ballot, 
(This was not in the Constitution when it wes voted on so this 
will not need to be voted on. le must just remember to delete 
this when the Constitution is retyped for publication, ) 


In Article X,section 1 a specified tine should be decided on and 
allowed betireen notice of the proposed amendment and the time the 
fallots with votes are to be returned, 


A paragraph should be added to Article IX, section 1 specifying 

the division of the state for district meetings. The s&xecutive 

Board decided on the following division at the last meeting: 

a. All members resident of Lewiston or North shall constitute the 
Northern District, 

be South of Lewiston and Hast to and including Trin Falls shall 
constitute the Southwestern District, 

Cc. veryone East of Tin Falls shall constitute the Southeastern 
District. 
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Article 1, section 1 of the By-Laws will need to be rewritten so

"The fallacy of accent may also occur when the meaning of a state= 
ment is distorted by its removal from the proper context, or when the 
point of view presented in a speech, an essay, or a book is misrepre= 
sented in a subsequent discussion by the omission of, or disregard for, 
the proper balance and context of the original statements, 

In a recent book on Soviet Russia the reader constantly finds 
‘clean, bright-eyed Soviet school children*® or 'a pretty, well-dressed 
voman,' or girls who are 'very pretty,’ among these ‘friendly, hard= 
working people.' Even Soviet rags ‘are never quite that. They are 
always clean and neatly mended,’ and are worn by Russians who are 
'sentle and friendly and obviously never had been warned against 
foreicsners.' lLven in the backwoods country the Russian cities are 
"beautifully laid out and well paved.! In each town there is "a 
beautiful new theater,with some fine buildings around it.' he rooms 
in the ‘clean modern hotels' are ‘large, clean and luxurious," A 
railway station is 'an impressive, modern building, Its architecture 
is dramatic,! The Soviet ballet in Moscow is "beautiful beyond anything 
I have ever seen on any stage in any country.' ‘he moviey are ‘excellent,' 
one does not 'need the language to understand and be moved by them,' An 
electro=chemical »lant is ‘impressive, orderly, clean and anparently 
efficiently run, All of this complicated equipment was made in the 
Soviet Union.' In an airplane plant 'they are turning out at leasé as 
many planes as a similar number of workers would produce in /America,! The 
»roduct is 'a good, precision made job.' Russian agriculture is 
tuniformly good ... at least as good as our best.! Dlass distinction, 
in so far as it exists at all, is ‘based on achievement and hard work,! 

Having found all these passages in the book before us, are we 
justified in saying that its author is so pro-liussian that he can see 
nothing but good in the Soviet state? Harfily; for the quotations are 
taken from WV, L. thite's Report on the Russians = a book which contains 
so many observations of an opposite nature thet most reviewers regard 
it as definitely anti-Russian in point of view. To select from the 
book passages of a certain type and to take them out of their context 
(as we have done in the preceding paragraph) is to place an emphasis 
upon these passages which destroys the meaning or slant of the book 
as a whole. It is to commit the fallacy of accent." W. H. Werkmeister, 
An Introduction To Critical Thinking, Johnsen, 1948, p. 26-27.

Dear Miss Bingham: 


Vie have your letter of June 18, 1952, Therein you inquire as to 
the relationship of a city manager to public library boards and libraries 
and what jurisdiction he has relative thereto, 

Statutes providing for the city=manager plan and those providing 
for oublic city libraries come within two distinct titles of the 
Idaho Code, Section 33-2601, Idaho Code, gives villages and cities the 
power to establish public libraries, Section 33-2603, Idaho Code, 
provides in part: 


"For the government of such library and reading 
room there shall be a board of five directors 
appointed by the council of such city or village 
from among the citizens thereof at large, and not 
more than one member of the council of such city 
or village shall, at any time, be a member of 
said board «ee. " 


Another section states: 


"33=260). ORGANIZATION AND PO'E2S OF DIRECTORS 
--Said directors shall, immediately after their 
appointment, meet and organize by the election 

of one of their number president, and by the 

election of such other officers as they may deem 
necessary, They shall make and adopt such by-laws, 
rules and regulations for their own guidance and 

for the government of the library and reading 

room as may be expedient, They shall have the 
exclusive control of the expenditure of all 

moneys collected for the library fuhd, and the 
supervision, care, and custody of the room or 
buildings constructed, leased or set apart for 

that purpose; and such money shall be drawn from 

the treasury by the proper officers, upon properly 
authenticated vouchers of the board of directors, 
without otherwise being audited. They may, with 

the approval of the common council, lease and occupy, 
or purchase or erect on purchased ground, an appropriate 
building: provided that not more than one-half of the 
income in any one year can be set apart in said year 





for such purchese of building. they may appoint 
a librarian and assistants, and prescribe rules 
for their conduct," 


Section 33=260) 
Idaho Code, 


Relative to the position of a city manager, Section 50-309, 
Idaho Code, provides: 


"50~1:309, CITY MANAGER -=- The board shall 

appoint a city manager who shall be the 
administrative head of the municipal govern- 

ment under the direction and supervision of 

such board and who shall hold office at the 
pleasure of the majority of the members thereof, 
Before entering upon the duties of his office 
such city manager shall take the official oath for 
the support of the government and the faithful 
performance of his duties , and shall execute a 
bond in favor of the municipality in such sum as may 
be fixed by the board." 


The duties of a city manager are set out in Section 50-310, 
Idaho Code, which states: 


"50-):310, DUTIES OF CITY MANAGER. -- The 
duties of the city manager shall be: 


"1, To have general supervision over the 
business of the municinvality. 


"2. To see that the laws and ordinences 
are faithfully executed, 


"3, To attend all meetings of the board 
at which his attendance may be required 


by that body. 


"). To recomaend for ado»tion to the 
board such measures as he may deem neces- 
Sary or expedient, 


"5, To make such a>ointments of employees 
of the municipality as are not otherwise 
ppovided for, subject to the provisions of 
this chapter and to such civil service regu- 
lations as may be adopted, 








"6, To prepare and submit to the board 
such reports as may be required by that 
body, or as he may deem acvisable to sub- 
mit. 


"7, To keep the board fully advised of the 
financial condition of the municipality and 
its future needs, 


"8. To prepare end submit to the board a 
tentative budget for the next fiscal year, 


"9, To perform such other duties as the 
board may determine by ordinance or resolu- 
tion," 


From the above quoted sections it will be noticed thatthose 
in relation to the city manager are broad and necessarily so to the 
city-manager vlan of government, Those relative to directors of 
libraries are more specific, General rules of statutory construction 
provide that general legislation does not override the specific. 
State v. Taylor, 58 Idaho 656, 78 P, 24125 (1938), Likewise, 
Section Lose. supra, states that the Board of Comaissioners of 
the city shall appoint a city manager . Appointive also are the library 
directors by the city or villase council which hold somewhat the same 
position as the Board of Comaissioners, Therefore, the city manager 
and the library directors, being ap»ointed, they would seem to be 
parallel to each other with city=-elected officials being the head of 
both as provided above, Each would appear to be separate with little 
or no control over the other, 

Section 50-310 (9), supra, is a very broad provision, In this 
respect we can well imagine that the duties of the city manager will 
vary fron city to city in this state, Therefore, we do not wish to 
state that a city manager has no jurisdiction over public libraries 
and librarians, It might be possible for the Board of City Commissioners 
to bestow certain powers and duties over librarians and libraries 
upon the city manager on the authority of the said section, However, 
we do feel that the sections cuoted, standing alone, do not give the 
city manager any power or authority over the city »nublic library and 
librarians,

IDAHO-OREGON PUBLIC RELATIONS COUNCIL? 


As the Idaho member of the Public Relations Committee of the 
Pacific Northwest Library Association, I was asked, among other things, 
to investigate the possibility of ortanizing a Public Relations Council 
in Idaho and Oregon similar to the one now operating in Washington and 
British Columbia, The liashington-B,.C, Council meets several times a 
year in different libraries of the Puget Sound-Vancouver vicinity for 
interesting conferences on the subject of public relations. 


The possibility of such a council was brought up in the state 
conventions of the Idaho and Oregon Library Associations, which, it 
happened, both met on May 9-10, 1952 Both states decided against 
taking any action favorable to starting an inter=state council at 
this time, In both distances are too great to make state-wide efforts 
for such a purpose feasible, In addition, since the Washington Library 
Association exists primarily for legislative purposes while those of 
Idaho and Oregon have broader interests, any need for subsidiary 
organizations seems less important, 


However I should like to vonvey an idea contained in letters dated 
May 26th and June 7th which I have received from Miss Clara E, Nasholn, 
Oregron member of the PiN.L.A. Public Relations Committee: 


"May 26, We feel just as your association does, Oregon and 
Idaho cannot meet together with any great ease ... eButs 

we have a small group meeting in the liillamette Valley, and 

have welcomed others from the State if they found it convenient 
to attend, It was further suggested that librarians in 

Eastern Oregon could possibly arrange to meet with a few Idaho 
librarians and set upaza group in that way. Miss Marjorie 

Pomeroy is president of the Eastern Oregon Librarians and 

perhaps the Idaho group could work through her if they so 

desired, She is the librarian of Malheur County, Ontario, Oregon. 


June 7. Also, may I offer the assistance of our Willamette 
Valley group to any Public Helations Group which may develop 
from this discussion? We will meet in Salem, June 15th, for 
a discussion on ‘Are public relations for libraries the same 
as for business?! Mr, Arthur Priaulx will be our guest 
speaker -- he is the public relations man for West Coast 
Lumberman! In September we hope to discuss plans for Library 
Day and Book ‘leek celebrations. November, will be a 
discussion of display materials suitable for libr use 
(we hope to prepare a packet of samples with prices)."

THE PEOPLE SHALL JUDGE 


There can be little hope for the extension of adequate library 
service in Idaho unless enthusiastic support for the promotion of 
library services exists or can be created by those who will benefit 
most == the people of the state, 


Those concerned with library development at the present apparently 
are individuals personally engaged in librarianship or library management. 
Vhhat the I,S.L.A. must do is interest people in other areas to enter the 
promotional field, Progressive individuals and representatives or spokes- 
men for educational organizations, business men, authors, veteran organi- 
zations, farmer's unions, womens groups, and local library committees, 
boards and trustees must take an active part in any library extension 
program, 


The I.S. L.A. formed on such a broad basis becomes gignificantly 
more valuable as a promotional agency. ‘Jithin its membership, there 
will be interchange of ideas and views and experience, Local and 
community conferences or discussions can spread the word, The variety 
of organizations included and the number of areas involved will create 
generally over the state a tremendous body of good will and interest, 


Consicered from another angle, such a large organization or 
amalgamation of lesser organizations can keep the subject of libraries 
before the public by publicity and propaganda, Lach of the members 
or representatives of interested organizations can through his own 
personal contacts act in a campaign arainst apathy and disinterest. It 
must not be forgotten that such an organization of "grass=-root" voters 
would wield a votent »olitical weapon, 


Should the I.S.L.A. extend its promotional activities beyond the 
field of professional librarians? ‘ihy not? Perhaps it would afford 
closer contact with the people resdonsible for library provision, and 
the people we librarians serve, Membershiss limited to practicing 
librarians leaves I.S.L.A, open to criticism as a "self-interest" 
group, and thus, a pressure group. Cer tainly pressure groups and 
lobbies have rec#ived little favorable publicity of recent months, 


The taxpayer and layman will cain a better understanding of libraries 
and the services they can render by contact with the librarians, A 
little closer coUperation between the fellow who foots the bills and 
the fellow who gives the service might provide a more sympathetic attitude, 
It is important to widen the field of suprort in both the legislature 
and the community. Interest should be as widespread as vossible, 


It has been proven time and again that government == local, state, 
or national -=- reacts much more favorably and is much more willing to 
listen to the voters than to an organized group. ‘hen the people 
express a desire for libraries, and particularly when they show a 
willingness to help defray the costs, or a shcre of the costs, the 
legislature is generally willing to act, Consequently, the library 
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promotion scheme must enlist local sun »ort and the initial advances 
come from local groups rather than the I1,S.L.A. This can best be done 
by creating interest in the commnities of the state by telling the 
people -- the men and women who elect the legislators -= about the 
scope and purpose of the state library service. The people of the 
state must first be informed what services will be provided, second 
be told how to get it, and third, be urged to fight for it. The 
selfish motive is still the greatest motivating factor in man's 
existence, If Uncle Sam proposes to tax you for something, you ask 
first -=- "What's in it for me?" That question will be asked through= 
out Idaho, and I.S,L.A, must be prepared to answer it. To answer it 
adequately will entail the fullest cooperation of active meinbers of 
the association,

NEVS ON INTELLECTUAL FREEDOM 


The following news notes were recently received from Paul Bixby, 
Secretary of the ALA Intellectual Freedom Committee: 


Following an editorial in The Saturday Review for May 3 describing 
several personal interviews with citizens of Peoria, the dispute over 
censorship in that city took a somewhat new turn, Editor Norman Cousins 
of The Saturday Review was called "Irresponsible" by both Peoria news-= 
papers for protecting the identities of the tows citizens he had talked 
with. ‘then in the ilay 19 issue of The Freeman appeared "The Libraries 
Buy Propaganda" by Gomer Bath, editor of the Peoria Star. (‘he article 

was also introduced in the May 20 Congressional Record, pe. A3256, by 
Congressman Harold H, Velde of Illinois.) The erticle was critical not 
only of Peoria Librarian Xenophon Smith, and of the library's purchase 
of "subversive" films, but of Dr. Luther Evans for defending the — 
Covenant of the UN and of the ALA Committee on Intellectual Freedom, 
Dr. Evans commented briefly on the "Peoria Fight" in the LC Information 
Bulletin for May 26, p.9, and in a fuller comment on "The Proolem of 
Censorship in Public Libraries" in the LCIB for June 2, (This last 
was written for and quoted in nart in Benjanin Fine's article on 
"Textbook censor" in The New York Times for May 25.) 

The compromise which Librarian Xenophon P, Smith and the Peoria 
Library Board have worked out concerning the purchase of films seems 
noteworthy. Representatives of groups in the comiunity are invited 
to a preview of a "controversial" motion nicture, are asked to comment, 
and the written opinions of all such representatives are made freely 
available to borrowers of the filn, 
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Read, please, "The Case of Luella MundelY in the May Hampers, 
Strictly speaking, this is not a case of censorship but of academic 
freedom. Somewhat more broadly it might be described as the case history 
of a tow (Fairmont, lest Virginia) struggling in the toils of urban- 
ization, One of the events which came too late to apnvear in the 
Harner's article was the dismissal of Librarian Harold D,. Jones from 
Fairmont State College. Jones has been active in sursporting the case 

of Miss lfundel. 
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Around May 19 each year, in order to combat censorhip indirectly 
and outside the library, the Montclair (N.J.) Public Library makes an 
effort to recall to readers the Burning of the Books by the Nazis in 
1933. This year two motion picture theaters ran a statement about the 
anniversary on their screens, a statement read in a week's time by 
perhaps 3000 persons, 
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A report from the active Intellectual Freedom Committee of the 
Iowa Library Association indicates concern over attempted censoring of 
magazines end books sold in drugstores. This is not a quarter from 
which it is usually possible to work up much enthusiasm for defense-- 
though censorship is censorship anywhere. Recently, however, the book 
publishers have shown themselves more keenly aware of the dangers of 
"cheap" publishing. Self-control and restraint of this sensational 
kind of material at the source is always preferable to action or 
threats of action once such material has been offered for distribution,

Latest state library association to appoint an Intellectual Freedom 
Committee is Indiana Library Association, The pattern which led to 
apoointment of the committee is one now fairly familiar over the country-- 
frequent attacks on such "revolutionary" items as Magruder's American 
Government, the idea of federal aid to education and federal a 
iibraries, certain UNESCO publications, the legislative program of P.T.A. 
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In the item above on Peoria, we mentioned an article by Benjamin 
Fine in the New York Times of May 25 on textbook censors, This ran 
to several columns and quoted liberally from the vigorous sentiments 
and opinions of both Dr. Evans and Davie K, Berninghausen, former 
chairman end secretary of this comiittee, Representatives of the 


self-styled "opposition" replied to the ideas in lir, Fine's article in 
a letter of a column and a half June 15, Their answer may be judged 
in part by their claim that they represent the grassroots, that they 
spend their own money, "not that of educational foundations" and that 
the present education program in the United States is revolutionary. 
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"Librarians <= and libraries -- are to encourage thinking and action, 
but they are not to direct thinking and action. To do this requires 
a sense of balance on the part of the librarian and an ability to 
see that many attitudes, with which the librarian himself(or herself) 
does not agree, needs to be carefully considered and that information 
on those attitudes must. be made available, To keep this impartial 
attitude does not mean that the librarian may not hold his own personal 
views, but it does mean thet if the public is not to lose confidence 
in his impartial attitude he must not engage in strong partisan 
activities, or express himself too emphatically, on such questions. 
Yet there are positive actions which a librarian may take which 
does not impinge on his impartiality. One of these is active help in 
a 'gct out the vote! campaign, from the earlier stages of registration 
to the later stages of promoting voting. But because a librarian may 
well feel that ta vote without knowledge' is in reality 2 ‘crime 
against the state! he may well combine his appeals to register and to 
vote with another appeal to be informed before he votes," James G.

ALA WASHINGTON NEWS NOTES 
From the July 11 ALA Washington Newsletter: 
Library Services Bill 


The 82nd Congress ended its work July 7. Since it adjourned, it 
can be called back only by a Presidential Order and this would have to 
be a special session of the 82nd Congress, There is no news as to 
whether this is likely or not. 

A summary of action on the Library Services Bill and the status at 
adjournment time follows: 


In the Senate, S.152 was on the Calendar and ready for Floor 
action at any time, The Senate Committee on Labor and Public Welfare 
favorably reported the bill in the fall of 1951. It was then placed 
on the Calendar, Because of an objection by two members, the bill 
would not go through on the Consent Calendar, ‘he Seante would 
not schedule the bill for Floor debate until the House had shown 
favorable interest since the library bill in 1950 had been defeated 
in the House by three votes, A move by the Senate sponsors would 
have been made for scheduling the bill for Senate Floor action 
immediately following a favorable reoort by the full House Education 
and Labor Committee, 

In the House, H.R.5195 was pending in the Education and Labor 
Committee. Hearings had been held on April 1 and 2 by a sube 
committee which favorably revorted the bill on April 8 to the full 
committee, Several things happened to prevent action by the full 
committee on the library legislation, The Easter recess lasted ten 
days. Almost immediately upon the return of the House, the steel 
seizure occurred and this brought forth a ssege of labor legislation, 
One piece of this labor legislation, namely the Allen Resolution 
to investigate the Wage Stabilization Board, had hearings which 
lasted eight weeks. Because of the number of labor bills before 
the committee, legislation dealing with education was held up in 
committee, Thus the second session ended with the Library Services 
Bill still in committee, 

Rumor has it that there is a possibility that the President 
will call a special session of the Congress this fall. If this 
does happen, the Library Services Bill will be given one more 
chance before the end of this year. If a special session is not 
called, the ALA Jashington Office will begin immediately in January 
1953 in the 83rd Congress to push for passage of a new Library 
Services Bill, 

Now is the time to see your Congressmen and Senators while 
they are at home. Express your disappointment and deep concern that 
the Library Services Bill did not secure action this session, MIry 
to secure a commitment from them for their continued support in tae 
83rd Congress, Please notify your ALA Washington Office when you 
sedure a definite commitment of support for 1953, Work hard on those 
members of Congress who have not committed themselves previously, 
Remember that election time is the time to secure favorable commitments 
for the legislation of supreme interest to you. 








ALA WASHINGTON NEWS NOTES 


Legislation 2f Interest to ALA During Second Session 


1. Customs Simplification Act of 1951, HeR.5505 (H,R.1535). ALA 
asked that shipments of foreign books to libraries valued up to “500 
be allowed to come into the country under informal entry. The House 
removed the céiling for libraries allowing all shipments to come under 
informal entry. he Senate heard testimony on the bill and tabled it. 

No further action. 

2. Oil for Education Amendment to the Tidelands Oil Bill was defeated. 
The Substitute Bill which gave to the states the revenues from submerged 
lands passed both Houses of Congress. The President vetoed the bill. A 
vote to override the veto was never taken, ALA, as you remember, was 
only interested in the Oil for Education Amendment which would use 
revenues from off-shore lands to the Federal government for educational 
purooses, including libraries, 

3. Copyright Bill, H.R.059, a bill to amend the Manufacturing 
Clause of the Covyright Law was tabled by the House Judiciary Committee, 
No further action, 

le Educational and Readjustment Benefits for Korean Veterans, 
H.R.7656. Congress passed the bill making a direct monthly "package 
allowance" to the veteran covering his tuition, books, supplies and 
subsistence, College and university libraries opposed this direct pay~ 
ment to veterans knowing that a portion of the money will not be spent 
for books and supplies in most cases. This will put an extra burden for 
text books on the college and university libraries, 

5. Third Supplemental Appropriations Bill, H.R.6947. This appropriation 
included money to the Housing and Home Finance Agency to implement Public 
Law 139, The Defense Housing and Community Facilities and Services Act» 
Libraries were specifically mentioned under this law in the section on 
Community Facilities. The Housing and Home Finance Agency requested 
#18 million for Community Facilities. The Congress voted $9 million, 

An effort was made in both Houses of Congress to earmark some money 
within this budget for library facilities. This was unsuccessful. 

In a recent interview with the Deputy Administrator of the Community 
Facilities Division of the Housing and Home Finance Agency it was learned 
that due to the limited appropriation there would he no money for any- 
thing at the present time except water purification and sewage disposal, 

6, Legislative Appropriation, H.R.7313. This appropriation carried 
the 1953 budget requests of the Library of Congress. ALA testified in 
behalf of an increase for the Catalog Card and Card Distribution Service 
of LC, The House cut back this appropriation below the 1952 level. The 
Senate restored the cut and made an increase of about half of the 
requested amount for this service, In Conference the House accepted 
the Senate increase, ‘he many letters received by the Senate Appropriations 
Subcommittee was largely responsible for this increase, Many thanks for 
your splendid help. 
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7. Congressional Investigation of Books, Magazines and Comic books, 
H,Res.596, is a resolution offered by Congressman E. C. Gathings (D,Ark,) 
to determine the extent to which current literature contains immoral 
and offensive matter, and also to determine the adequacy of existing 
law to prevent the publication and distribution 6f such matter, A 
committee has been appointed but no hearings scheduled as yet, 

8. Protection of Certain Recording Rights, H.R.3589, is a bill to 
amend Copyright Law with respect to recording and performing rights 
in literary works. This bill passed the Congress.
